WAGES, NOT DOLE, THE ANSWER 

The Industrial Defense Association holds no brief for the Repub¬ 
lican Party. That party has enormous sins of omission and commission 
to account for, but it has nevertheless remained within the realm of 
Banity. With the complete scrapping of the national Democratic Party, 
with all its traditional principles, and its surrender to Socialism, there 
remains nothing but the Republican Party as the country’s hope.

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I was looking over the church page of the Boston Herald one morning 
a.X ew weeks ago and I saw that Ur. Scott Nearing was scheduled to speak the 
following Sunday evening at the Ford Hall Forum In Boston. He was advertised^ 
as one of the most prominent and outspoken radicals in the country, who looked 
with a good deal of favor on the Soviet government of Russia.

I went to hear him and for one hour he denounced the United States 


Government in every detail of its activity. He deolared it to be the most 
imperialistic, militaristic, murderous machine ever invented and destined to 
become a menace to the world. He very slurringly referred to the Courts of 
Massachusetts in slaying whom he termed, "innocent men" (Sacco and Vanzetti). 

In the course of his address reference was made several times to the Coolidge 
Administration. I noticed that such a reference seemed to be a cue for scorn¬ 


ful laughter and hisses. Herbert Hoover, President-elect, was denounced as a 
tool of the capitalists. However, when any reference was made to Russia, 
Sovietism or revolution, it called for hand-clapping and cheers. 



The speaker Informed his audience that this country was on the verge 
of another great war with Great Britain and that the young men of the Nation 
would again be pulled into the barracks by the ruling olass, clothed with a 
uniform, presented with a gun and told to go out and fight. He made it very 
clear that they should not go, but if they did go that there would be many 
Communists in every army, inasmuch as it was diffioult in these days to re- 
oruit an army without having Communists in it. The ideal would be to have 
them in every organization and war, and then in the course of two or three 
years if the war went on or when the time seemed opportune, to step forth into 
a sooial revolution. Thus the working olass would become the ruling olass. 
That that is the only way they could get any plaoe in the world, have things, 
have their fun and be able to go plaoes. The entire trend of his leoture was 
destructive to the best interests of our Government, Christianity and civili¬ 
zation, agitating, arousing olass hatred, stirring up discontent, encouraging 
the spirit of revolt in the hearts of his audience, most of whom, I would say, 
were foreign-born. There was not one word of oommendation for any one phase 
of our own Government. Thus it was a most subversive and destructive dis¬ 
course. Yet, Mr. George W. Coleman in introducing the speaker deolared him 
to be the greatest possible asset to the Ford Hall Forum and finally presented 
him to the audience as a voice crying in the wilderness preparing the way for 
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the "new sooial order," and I assure you he did his best to turn the minds of 
his hearers in that direotion. 

Now, what is the matter with Coleman and from what peculiar kind of 
oomplex is he suffering? 

How much better it would be if the Ford Hall Forum invited speakers 
to its platform who would instill principles of loyalty into the hearts of the 
newcomers to this fair land of ours, when the oppressed of the world find 
Freedom and happiness here that they could find nowhere else in/the world.

These cases numbered 
252550 ar.d 252551 were tried together before a jury and judgment was entered 
for the plaintiff on Hoy ember 22, 1S-54 in the sun of ^1.00. T.:.e basis for these 

suits was a publication cf the Industrial Defense Association over the signature 
of Howard II. Hunter, Jhrecutive Secretary, which in effect accused the Artkinc 
Guild of distributing Soviet propaganda by means of notion pictures.

In connection with the Association’s attacks on Socialist 
activities, it prepared and distributed to its members in 1932 a report contair.i 
the names of appro:ci;:at9ly two hundred colleges and universities in the United 
States, with the rar.es of the students at those universities who were members 
of the League for International Democracy end who were said to be engaged in 
promoting Socialist activities.

In certain circles it is customary for parents 
to enroll their sons and daughters in the same 
institutions from which they, themselves, 
graduated. Yet, if some of the older genera¬ 
tion who have passed to a better land could 
see the names printed in the “Red Network” 
and other radical files, they would probably 
turn over in their graves, and wish that they 
had furnished their offspring an opportunity 
to acquire a healthy mind in a healthy body 
in some lumber camp. 


When P.:jT. Barnum stated, “A new one is

On the National Committee is John Haynes 
Holmes, one of the most prominent disgraces 
of the Christian Church to be found in Amer¬ 
ica, as well as a long list of intellectuals and 
clergymen who have been flirting with social¬ 
ism and communism over a period of years 
and who disregard the fact that atheism is 
inherent in both. 

What this country needs is a wholesale 
purge of undesirable immigrants, more Chris¬ 
tianity, more jobs for Christian Americans 
and more Christian clergymen who will preach 
the scriptures to all nations in the name of 
the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.

Nudism and 
Subversion

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La^fc*eek we had something to say about 
the p^fiicious Communist teaching in -this 
country with which our young people are in-, 
flicted and infected, and we called attention to 
the similar conditions which exist in the U.S.A. 
In both countries there also is proceeding with 
increasing intensity the sapping of the morals 
of the people, and in each case there is not 
the least doubt that it is the undesirable alien, 
allowed entry so freely into the two countries, 
who is responsible. Take our country first. 

The amount of nudism which is now wit¬ 
nessed on the stage in London and elsewhere 
is a national disgrace, and instead of fighting 
this evil the authorities, though having ample 
power to deal with it, seem to be more intent 
< n trying to shift the responsibility for taking 
action. It is not as if this shamefnl thing was 
a new disease which might have given the 
authorities the excuse to say that they have 
been taken unprepared for dealing with it. 
This nudism in the limelight was a feature of 
city life in Germany after the war, until 
Hitler, to his credit, came along to clean, up 
the filth due to aliens. It then appeared -tn 
America a few years ago, and now it has come 
here, those responsible for its introduction'arp- 
parently arguing that under war condition* 
the coast was clear for the subversion of the 
people’s morals. They also saw a chance of 
pecuniary benefits. And the opportunity .both 
of degrading the people and at the same time 
making money out of it was one not to be 
missed by these alien exploiters, if only the 
authorities proved complacent; and their cal¬ 
culations have proved correct, for the author¬ 
ities have shown an inexcusable laxity in their 
guardianship. 

The correspondence columns of the ‘‘Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Post,” however, for 
some little time past have recorded the disgust 
felt by all decent people at these shows, and 
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the 1 extracts from the following letter'k its 
ia<ue of 2 April by Mr. Douglas Reed be 
taken as typical:— 

"Are we going to tread the whole path that 
Berlin trod, and have palaces of sexual per¬ 
version, with electric signs outside advertising 
the wares? To anybody who remembers the 
appalling conditions in Berlin between 1916 
and 1930 the present trend of affairs in Lon¬ 
don is terrifying. . . . 

"This outbreak of nude shows is nothing 
but the commercial exploitation of unwary 
youth for base ends. 

"These girls do not want to dance nude. 
They want to become stars, as singers, dancers 
or actresses. Not one in a thousand of them 
has a chance of winning through to stardom 
by talent; but all are told that 'stardom' is 
within their reach. The first condition is — to 
undress. So it was in Berlin, in that appalling 
time, and so it is here now. 

"The resistance of these young girla is frail 
enough. They are all moved, first, by the de¬ 
sire to earn a livelihood; and once this bestial 
thing becomes general there is no resistance 
at all. Even the youngest girl knows that it is 
no use trying to get on the stage unless she is 
willing to undress. 

"This is the freedom of the free shark in the 
free lagoon. Is this the ‘freedom’ we are fight¬ 
ing for? In Berlin ‘freedom’ meant just that 
— freedom for the exploiter of youth. A 
young girl, even a young man, coming inex¬ 
perienced to Berlin in those days, had nardly 
a chance of escaping corruption. A whole gen¬ 
eration was corrupted in this way. The first 
duty of patriotism, of which we hear so much, 
should be to protect the youth of Britain 
against this exploitation." 

Questions were asked in Parliament on 4 
April whether the Home Secretary intended to 
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take f^k>n, but Sir John Anderson give little 
satisfulbn and apparently was happy to have' 
raised daughter by stating that the Lord 
Chamberlain had nothing to do with bottle' ‘ - 
parties. But it is well known that at many of 
these so-called bottle parties “strip tease” 
shows are also given, and in fact on 4 April 
the proprietors of one of these places was 

f nosecuted for selling alcoholic liquor without 
icence, and it was alleged a strip tease com¬ 
petition was part of the attraction. The fines 
in this case were quite inadequate, and the 
prosecutor stated that there were others in the 
background, and that those fined were merely 
dummies. In that case the real responsibility 
should be traced and the names given, and if 
aliens they should be exported at once. Sir 
John Anderson, however, prefers to raise 
laughter in the House. 

It is satisfactory that the Church is taking 
up this matter, and the Rev. Louis A. Ewart, 
Vicar of Earls Barton, Northampton, was re¬ 
ported in the “Daily Telegraph and Morning 
Post” of C April, after having witnessed a 
show to which he had been invited by the 
theatre management, as saying:— 

“I am going to fight for all I am worth 
against entertainments which are deliberately 
devised to demoralise the nation. The serious¬ 
ness of it all is deepened by the fact that this 
is going on at a time when we are fighting for 
our life and religion. 

“I am, however, confident that purity and 
decency will win in the end. All churches and 
the ‘cloth’ are with me, besides all the great 
and important ones in the theatrical pro¬ 
fession." 

Less is heard of the “strip tease” degrada¬ 
tion in America nowadays, but the Jew control 
of the “movies” and Press is undeniable. As 
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bn instance of how the campaign 01 ^ver¬ 
sion is countenanced by those in the highest 
place, and spread, the following extracts from 
an article, “Grapes of Wrath,” in “The De¬ 
fender Magazine” for March, published in 
Wichita, Kansas, with the Rev. Gerald B. 
Winrod as Editor, may be quoted:— 

“American Christians were shocked when 
the announcement was flashed over news 
wires, that Mrs. Roosevelt had arranged a 
private showing of the motion picture, 'Grapes 
of Wrath,’ for delegates of the Youth Con¬ 
gress. 

“The novel from which this film was made 
came from the pen of a Jew, John Steinbeck. 
It is an abominable attack upon morals and 
Christianity. It is unquestionably the foulest 
book of the twentieth century. Nothing is too 
sacred to be turned into instruments of shame 
and perversion. It expresses hatred and con¬ 
tempt for everything that bears the name of 
Jesus Christ. No wonder Christians every¬ 
where are incensed over the widespread pub¬ 
licity it has received. 

“Shortly after- this slime-coated piece of 
fiction was published—banned from tne mails 
by the United States Postal Service for its 
obscenity — Hollywood Jews began to nego¬ 
tiate for the film rights. It is reported that 
they paid Steinbeck $70,000 for the privilege 
of adapting it to use on the silver screen. 

“Despite the fact that the book is a fanati¬ 
cal appeal to class hatreds and pictures capi¬ 
talism as a gory monster, Jewish motion pic¬ 
ture magnates produced the film at a reputed 
cost of over a million dollars. 

“An inexplicable nausea comes over the 
Christian as he reads it. Every page seems to 
belch poison fumes. It is the type of literature 
that debauches and degrades." 



Ev lets are then given from this abomin¬ 
able book, and the writer of the article con¬ 
cludes:— 

“And this, Christian friends, is the story 
which is now being publicised on the bill¬ 
boards of every city, on signs in front of 
thousands of theatres, in newspapers across 
the continent, over chain radio programmes 
. . . and otherwise. 

“It is evident, on the other hand, that those 
responsible for attacks launched against the 
Christian religion do not realise to what de¬ 
gree the tide of sullen resentment is rising 
among the good people of this country, who 
have the welfare of their homes, children, 
churches and system of government at heart. 

“When reduced to the simplest language, 
‘Grapes of Wrath’ is an unholy, unwarranted, 
bungling, bombastic attack upon the person¬ 
ality of Jesus, as hideous as anything appear¬ 
ing in the literature of the Talmud. The book 
is so putrid that if fed to swine it would cause 
indigestion.” 

That is about as severe denunciation as any 
book could receive, and yet its circulation con¬ 
tinues and has the further advertisement of 
being turned into a film. But as we permit 
shows in our country, which Commandant 
Mary S. Allen, of the Women’s Auxiliary Ser¬ 
vice, has characterised as "deliberately de¬ 
signed by those who know their value in mon¬ 
ey to cater to all the worst in human nature,’’ 
and emanating from houses of ill-fame, we are 
not in a position to cast stones at the U.S.A. 
The two great English-speaking countries, 
however, are called upon to rid themselves 
without delay of this deadly alien menace. Ad¬ 
vantage has been taken of our leniency in this 
matter of throwing open our doors to all and 
sundry, and a cleansing operation is essential 
unless we are content to sink to the lowest 
level of these undesirables.

The utter collapse of the Democratic Party as a national political 
entity is one of the strangest happenings in a strangely muddled coun¬ 
try.

" into»aa Condition ‘of, desperation and despair under Hoover’s soothing 
ssyrtsp, '"Just a#em&f the corner” policies, and were determined upon a 
change, 'They had a right to expect a change from a Republican admin¬ 
istration to a Democratic one. What they got was Socialism. All the 
wiidf|Baif wooBy schemes that the Socialists have had in moth balls for 
years were brought out and made a part of the New Deal. 

HE BLUNGES NATION INTO SOCIALISM 

Under ordinary circumstances a president of the United States has 
limited powers. President Roosevelt, however, assumed office under cir¬ 
cumstances that were not ordinary and vast powers were given him by 
the Congress to meet the emergency then existing. Congress In fact 
became a rubber stamp. He could have anything he chose, and he and 
his hastily-summoned brain trust trotted out the whole bag of Social¬ 
istic tricks and were given billions of dollars to put them into effect.

Thus the New Deal was launched under circumstances made to 
order. Ordinarily, the growth of Socialism is slow. Communism may bo 
thrust upon a nation over night, because it rides on the wings of vio¬ 
lence. Socialism presupposes a conversion to its doctrines, and that 
takes time. With an absolutely free hand, President Roosevelt plunged 
the nation into State Socialism. No president with war-time powers 
could have done that, but Congress, laboring in the shadow of an im¬ 
pending uprising of the people, enacted legislation that in effect made 
Franklin D. Roosevelt a dictator. That he chose the Socialistic panacea 
to correct our troubles caused no real surprise to his intimates. Ho 
had been a Socialist at heart for years.

They. in extenuation that the entire picture had Ranged 
by the time Mr. Roosevelt took office; conditions had arisen wfi , »' cwSld 
nob be foreseen and which made it necessary to adopt an entirely new 
set of emergency measures. Democrats who like to fool themselves with 
the fiction that their party still exists, ruefully admit that the “brain 
trust boys went too far, but those things are only temporary and we 
will Boon be back to our old Democratic principles’’.

'to Mr. Farley, who should know what he is talking about, merely worked 
out the details of Mr. Roosevelt’B schemes. 

SOCIALISM IN THE SADDLE 

• In selecting his agents to carry out these Socialistic schemes, the 
President naturally chose men in sympathy with them — Socialists, or 
men of strong "liberal” tendencies. These men constitute the invisible 
government of the United States, exercising the enormous extra powers 
surrendered by a supine Congress. 

Are they really Socialists, or at least Radicals of varying degree? 
Let us look at the record, as A1 Smith would say. Following is a partial 
list of the officials appointed by President Roosevelt;

Mr. Filene holds no official posi 
tion with the Roosevelt administration, but his influenoe with it is un 
questioned in informed circles. Mr. Filene is known as a Fabian Social 
ist, the intellectual group that works here as in England, from ‘the to] 
down”; intensely interested in the Foreign Policy Association, which h 
strongly pro-Soviet in its sympathies. Of this organization Francis Ral 
ston Welsh says: "There is no room for doubt that it belongs in thi 
class with the American Civil Liberties Union, The League for Indus 
trial Democracy, The Fellowship of Reconciliation, The People's Lobby 
T: e National Popular Government League and others of the sort ai 
some of the well-camouflaged organizations of the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union crowd which helps the Communist cause.” Identified with 
the American Association for Labor Legislation, working for various 
movements tending to educate the worker to rely upon the state for his 
support rather than upon his individual initiative. The late Sam Gom- 
pers, stalwart president of the American Federation of Labor, resigned 
from it in disgust when he ascertained its true objectives. Mr. Filene 
is in the forefront of many movements looking toward the new social 
order (Socialism), but usually in a modest way, allowing others to print 
their names on the letterheads. He is one of the few remaining "mer¬ 
chant princes" of the country.

William C. Bullitt, Philadelphia; Radical; Ambassador to Russia, 
husband of Louise Bryant Reed, widow of John Reed, America’s gift to 
Communism. When Soviet Russia was recognized by President Roose¬ 
velt, which was a disgrace to the United States, no other choice was 
possible. Mr. Bullitt had resigned from President Wilson’s cabinet be¬ 
cause the President refused to recognize Russia, which fact apparently 
commended him to President Roosevelt. Under the latter he wa- made 
chief advisor to the Department of State. He is one of the oub. inding 
Communistic sympathizers of the United States.

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With millions of persons unem¬ 
ployed in the United States, dras¬ 
tic action should be taken by our 
government to prevent the dump¬ 
ing of Soviet raw materials and 
finished products on the markets 
of this country. We should follow 
the example set by Canada by ban¬ 
ning Russian imports. Until such 
official action is taken, the Am¬ 
erican people should boycott such 
imports. Otherwise, we shall in¬ 
evitably be adding to our own 
economic distrgfs, ! 

Does such seem over¬ 

drastic? Consider'. the meaning of 
it all. Russia’s famous five-year 
plan is at heart a political scheme 
to spread want and suffering 
among the peoples of other 
countries by exporting materials 
that can be sold at prices lower 
than those countries can them¬ 
selves produce them. Revolution 
requires such a setting, and out 
of revolution is to come the build¬ 
ing of the world anew on Soviet 
foundations. The political aspects 
.of the five-year plan may strike 
you as fantastic, but there is noth¬ 
ing fantastic in Russia’s ability to 
demoralize the world’s commodity 
markets and to create widespread 
economic distress. The process 
is already in operation. _ In a few 
years, unless something is done to 
check it, tremendous and perhaps 
irreparable damage will have been 
done. 
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In summing up the effects of 
the five-year plan on the United 
States, the report of the Congres¬ 
sional investigating committee 
headed by Congressman Hamilton 
Fish, Jr., (House report 2290), 
says: "This activity would affect 
us ultimately in the destruction of 
our grain and cotton markets; es¬ 
pecially is this true of wheat and 
cotton produced by peasant labor 
on government-owned and con¬ 
trolled land, practically without 
cost, and with which American 
labor cannot compete. The same 
would be true in the industrial 
world. Russian products have al¬ 
ready practically destroyed the 
manganese industry with us. It 
seemingly threatens our lumber 
and wood pulp industries, as well 
as the anthracite coal and oil 
markets, and the proof strongly 
indicates that convict and im¬ 
pressed labor are used especially 
in producing lumber and pulp- 
wood. Taken in connection with 
the acts and avowed purposes of 
the Soviet Union, the five-year 
plan is not intended alone to bene¬ 
fit the home union and govern¬ 
ment and to improve the condi¬ 
tion of the Russian people. It 
goes much further. Its purpose 
is not to build up but to tear 
down and destroy. Pravda, the 
communist organ of August 29, 
1929, fully defines its purpose: ‘It 
is a plan tending to undermine 
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capitalist stabilization. It is a 
great plan of world revolution.’ ” 

Look At England 

At the present time our exports 
to Russia (about $100,000,000 in 
1930) are three times our imports 
from that country. That is due 
largely to the immense quantities 
of tractors, harvesters and other 
farming machinery which Russia 
' must secure from us to carry out 
v the agricultural program of the 
five-year plan. That the balance 
of trade will continue in our favor 
once the Soviets obtain all the 
t American machinery they need is 
not to be expected. The exper¬ 
ience of England is illuminating. 
In 1930 that country had an ad- 
verse balance with Russia of 27,- 
' 457,575 pounds, and for the period 
1924-1930 of 138,789,000 pounds, 
which indicates the extent of 
Russian dumping in England, a 
policy which one English journal 
recently designated as “criminal 
lunacy” so far as Great Britain 
is concerned, with her own fac¬ 
tories closed and millions of 
people living on doles. 

5-Year Plan Winning 

The industrial aspects of the 
five-year plan have been dealt 
with in an earlier pamphlet of 
this series. The plan, in brief, 
contemplates the thorough indus¬ 
trialization of Russia, embracing 
immense railroad projects, the ex¬ 
ploitation of her vast mineral and 
forest resources, the development 
of hydro-electric plants and the 
building of innumerable factories 
for the manufacture of every con¬ 
ceivable commodity, all of which 
is to be accomplished with con¬ 
scripted labor at wages which 
would mean starvation in the 
United States and European 
countries. The five-year plan is 
apparently succeeding. In many 
respects it is far ahead of its 
schedule, and in only a few is it 
behind. It is to be completed 
in 1932-33. 

In the United States, the Soviet 
government’s purchases and sales 
are handled mainly through the 


Amtorg Trading Corporation, | 

which is incorporated under the j 

laws of New York and is owned, 
body and soul (if such an outfit 
can be said to have a soul) by the 
Soviets. The Congressional com¬ 
mittee previously referred to made 
an investigation of the Amtorg, 
and has this to say about it: 

Danger To Business 

“Its business is conducted 
largely on a credit basis, with only 
$2,000,000 invested capital, and 
the commerce to America from ij 

Russia is only about one-third of 
the amount of the purchases in 
the United Scates. From 60 to 
65 per cent of its business must of 
necessity be on a credit basis. In 
case of failure of the Soviet gov¬ 
ernment, or repudiation by that 
government, Amtorg’s ability to 
pay would be gone. It would be 
in hopeless bankruptcy. It could 
stand on no higher ground nor 
have a better position than its 
principal. The creditors of Am¬ 
torg would stand in exactly the 
same position as the creditors j 

that have contractual relations 
with the Soviet government. It i 

is submitted that the Soviet gov- ! 

ernment could not come to the j 

state of New York and in its own 
name openly do business as the 
Amtorg is doing. The Amtorg is 
the creature of the Soviet govern¬ 
ment; the Amtorg Trading Corpor¬ 
ation cannot do indirectly that 
which it would be denied the right 
to do directly in its own name.” 

And yet we permit the Soviet 
government to “beat the devil 
around the stump” by granting 
Amtorg all the rights and priv- | 
ileges of a legitimate corporation. 
Amtorg should have its charter 
annulled and be thrown out of 
this country. There can be noth¬ 
ing but loss to American business 
through it in the final reckoning. 
When Russia obtains all the Am¬ 
erican machinery and other mater¬ 
ials she needs in her great indus¬ 
trialization scheme, repudiation of 
debts, perhaps running into the 
hundreds of millions, would be 
easy and quite in line with Soviet 
practice.

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SOVIET DICTATORS VIRTUALLY 
ENSLAVING RUSSIAN PEOPLE 



In Furtherance Of The Famous Five-Year 
Plan, A Conscripted Nation Is Toiling In 
Misery and Bitter Want to Produce Cheap 
Goods With Which To Inundate The World’s 
ON CONTAINED Markets. 


Communism was failing in 
Russia up to the time the five year 
plan was put into effect. That 
plan for one thing abandoned the 
idea of temporizing with the 
peasants. It forced them into 
collectivism. In Russia the state 
is the sole employer. There is no 
free labor there in the American 
or European sense. Men and 
women work where they are 
assigned to work, at wages fixed 
by the Soviet government. This 
applies to industrial and agricul¬ 
tural workers alike. 

Under the five year plan, the 
Soviets must export large quanti¬ 
ties of raw materials—manganese, 
wheat, petroleum, coal and lumber. 
Russia herself is hard up for these 
commodities, so in order to export 
them she has to ration her own 
people, crowding them into hovels 
and putting them on a starvation 
food allowance. Until she can 
dump her finished products on the 
markets of the world, she must 
rely on raw material exports to 
secure money with which to in¬ 
dustrialize herself. 


To carry out this gigantic 
scheme of state, the Soviet leaders 
have placed a nation of 150,000,- 
000 people virtually in the bonds 
of slavery. The government has 
seized the peasants’ lands and col¬ 
lectivized them—turned them into 
huge state farms on which the 
peasants are forced to work for 
their bare sustenance. Inasmuch 
as the land cost the government 
nothing, and the labor costs next 
to nothing, Soviet wheat is being 
produced at a cost that makes 
competition by American wheat 
impossible. As these immense 
state farms come more and more 
under cultivation by American 
machinery, the cost will be still 
further reduced. 

To collectivize the farms, it was 
necessary to eliminate the kulaks, 
or well-to-do farmers. They were 
consequently "liquidated", to use 
a Soviet expression, in plain words 
murdered or packed off to prison 
camps. The kulak was any 
peasant owning two or three cows, 
a few hogs, hens, etc. This class 
was in a position of comparative 
independence. With them out of 
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the way, the Soviet leaders have 
found no difficulty in handling the 
great residue of impoverished 
peasants as they saw fit. These 
submerged masses have been com¬ 
pelled to work the state farms on 
terms dictated by the government, 
or starve. This has worked out to 
perfection. Some 60 per cent of 
the best lands in Russia are now 
grouped in these state-owned 
farms. 

Ensalving The Kulaks 

The Russian peasant has never 
been a communist. He is not 
today. He is densely ignorant 
and does not understand our mean¬ 
ing of the word patriotism. His 
conception of fatherland is his own 
miserable village and a few miles 
of surrounding territory. The 
peasants cannot act in unison in 
any matter. Lack of education 
and lack of communication have 
always exposed them to exploita¬ 
tion by their masters—in the old 
days the nobility, at the present 
the Soviet dictators. Here we see 
a nation of 150,000,000 absolute¬ 
ly dominated by less than % of 
one per cent of the population, 
because that is the relative 
strength of the Communist Party. 

Immediately following the revol¬ 
ution, the Red Army and the in¬ 
famous O.G.P.U. (secret police) 
murdered immense numbers of the 
bourgeois class. Those of this 
class not executed have been con¬ 
demned to the prison labor camps, 
or have been allowed to starve, in 
thousands of instances their 
women driven to prostitution and 
their children into a criminal life. 
These agencies of destruction are 
now operating against the peasan¬ 
try, in a successful attempt to en¬ 
slave them. The drive against 


the kulaks had a two-fold purpose 
—to eliminate them as a trouble¬ 
some element in the collectiviza¬ 
tion of the lands, and to furnish 
free labor for the lumbering oper¬ 
ations of the North. Hundreds of 
thousands of these unfortunate 
creatures have been murdered out¬ 
right, and other hundreds of thou¬ 
sands have been condemned to life 
servitude in the logging camps, to 
produce the lumber that is being 
dumped in American and Euro¬ 
pean markets. Their treatment 
is a blot upon our common human¬ 
ity. * • 

The Reign of Terror 

“To command so many workers 
the police (O.G.P.U.) are insuffi¬ 
cient," says a recent authentic 
publication issued at Geneva by 
the Permanent Bureau of the In¬ 
ternational Entente against the 
Third Internationale. “They have 
recourse to the method employed 
formerly by slave drivers: they 
recruit the worst elements among 
the convicts, make them overseers 
and stimulate their zeal by more 
abundant food and the threat of 
putting them back to work like 
the others. The results thus ob¬ 
tained are, according to the Chek- 
ists (O.G.P.U.), ‘excellent’. Blows 
rain down, and the workers are 
broken by overstrain, for the max¬ 
imum of profit has to be got out 
of them. If they succumb, what 
matter? New supplies are always 
arriving. Despite the atrocious 
climate, these convicts are in rags, 
the O.G.P.U. economizing clothing 
for its own profit and only dis¬ 
tributing it to further increase the 
output of labor. The want of 
food and warm clothing and ill- 
treatment cause many of the 
prisoners to do themselves intcn- 
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tional bodily harm to try to escape 
work, but those who do this are 
pitilessly executed." 

Only by a reign of terror and 
bloodshed unparalleled in human 
history could a whole nation be 
reduced to the situation in which 
the Russian people find themselves 
today. If this picture seems over¬ 
drawn, read what the Special Com¬ 
mittee of Congress for the Inves¬ 
tigation of Communistic Propa¬ 
ganda has to say in its report 
(House 2290): 

Power of Life and Death 

“The O.G.P.U. is the ever- 
watchful eye and listening ear of 
the Soviet Government and of the 
Communist Party. It conducts a 
constant campaign of terrorism 
against all individuals and groups 
who are not in sympathy with the 
socialization of Russia and the pro¬ 
gram of the Communist Party. It 
is a State inquisition which weighs 
like a nightmare on Russia and is 
characterized by all that is vile, 
barbarous and destructive of free¬ 
dom of conscience and human lib¬ 
erty. The horrors committed 
against humanity by this secret, 
evil and implacable power will 
never be half known. It has ex¬ 
tended its fangs throughout the 
world, where its agents spread nets 
of intrigue and terror and propa¬ 
gate revolution. 

‘‘These spies are largely re¬ 
cruited among liberated convicts, 
thieves and assassins, from the 
most disreputable agents of the 
Old Ochrana (Czar’s police) and 
among perverted intellectuals and 
prostitutes. Yet. this scum of all 
the races in Russia are armed with 
absolute power of life and death 
over a helpless people. Is it any 
wonder that the people of Russia 
are in deadly fear of them? 

Two Million Slain 

"The number of army officers, 
professional and business men, 
small merchants, kulaks and 
counter-revolutionists, such as 
Social Democrats and Social Revol¬ 
utionists, who have been shot down 
in cold blood like dogs, or mur¬ 


dered in the Cheka and O.G.P.U. 
cellars, will not be definitely 
known for years to come, if ever. 
Some estimates place it as high as 
2,000,000 unfortunates. Men and 
women are arrested secretly, tried 
secretly and executed secretly. A 
veritable reign of terror has cowed 
the Russian people since the Com¬ 
munists overthrew the provisional 
government under Kerensky. 

“The O.G.P.U. has charge of the 
prisons and the lumber construc¬ 
tion camps in Northern Russia. 
Hundreds of thousands of inoffen¬ 
sive Russians, because they were 
born of bourgeois parents or held 
positions in the Czar’s government 
or the army, or were priests wl.j 
remained faithful to their trusts, 
were exiled, together with 500,000 
or more kulaks, to the prison 
camps near Archangel or in 
Siberia, and disappeared into the 
Russian forests without a trace. 
The stark horror and pitiful 
tragedy of the men and women 
of all ages and all classes and 
creeds who once get into the hands 
of the O.G.P.U. is not conceivable 
to Americans.” 

Starvation Wages 

Wages and living conditions in 
Russia today even among the priv¬ 
ileged workers, the “free" Russian 
masses, are also incomprehensible 
from an American viewpoint. 
"Except a few specialists who re¬ 
ceive more,” says a recent authen¬ 
tic publication, “good workers 
earn 80 to 100 roubles a month, 
laborers only 50. These Soviet 
roubles having a purchasing pawer 
of less than one gold franc (about 
20 cents) this is poverty, the 
effects of which are visible on the 
faces of the workers—drawn fea¬ 
tures, low spirits. Thirteen years 
of communistic dictatorship have 
so ruined production that the sys¬ 
tem of cards, not only for food 
but also for clothing, boots and 
shoes, oil and firewood, has had to 
be introduced. Everything is 
rationed to the limit: the bread 
is atrocious, meat is lacking, milk, ' 
eggs and soap are practically un¬ 
obtainable. Since private trading 
has been forbidden it is necessary 
even with food cards to stand in 
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endless queues to be able to buy 
in the state shops.” 

Housing conditions are even 
worse, according to reliable ac¬ 
counts. The people are crowded 
into badly ventilated, cold, inad- 
quately furnished rooms. ‘‘No 
rest, no family life is possible in 
these premises, in which stench, 
vermin, quarrels and uproar reign 
supreme,” savs one observer. 

Such are the conditions under 
which Soviet Russia is producing 
raw materials and manufactured 
goods with which to inundate 
American and other foreign mar¬ 
kets. It is a situation to which 
we must give heed, because these 
goods are coming here in rapidly 
increasing quantities. What is to 
be our attitude toward them? In 
trying to determine that, remem¬ 
ber these facts: 

Everything in the possession of 
the Soviet government was stolen 
from foreign investors or from 
the Russian people themselves. 
No compensation has ever been 
given for anything taken by the 
State, and it has taken everything. 


And now, in addition to robbing 
the people of their lands, mines, 
factories and other properties, the 
Soviet government has forced the 
great majority of the population 
to work for starvation wages and 
has put millions of people into 
virtual slavery in the forests and 
the mines. 

To purchase goods and 
materials produced under the 
Soviet regime is equivalent 
to buying stolen property. 
Moreover, by doing so we not 
only assist in destroying our 
own prosperity, but we give 
aid and comfort to the oppres¬ 
sors of the helpless Russian 
masses. Soviet goods should 
be religiously boycotted. Bet¬ 
ter still, an embargo should 
be laid against all Russian 
imports and all American ex¬ 
ports to that country. Canada 
has banned all imports from 
Russia. The one sure way to 
beat Communism is to have 
nothing whatever to do with 
it.

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WHAT THE SOVIET FIVE-YEAR 
PLAN MEANS TO AMERICA 


If This Gigantic Scheme to Industrialize 
Russia Succeeds The World, And The 
United States In Particular, Will Be 
Flooded With Convict Made Goods 
And All Existing Economic Systems 
Coktmo Will Be Disrupted. 
- 


The dumping of Russian raw- 
materials on the markets of the 
United States constitutes the latest 
and most insidious attack against 
our government that has yet been 
made by the Soviets. Particularly 
it is a blow at the heart of New 
England. It is this section of the 
United States which will bear the 
brunt of the campaign to demoral¬ 
ize the entire country. 

How can this be, when New 
England produces little or none 
of the raw materials being dumped 
here? Russia is now exporting 
to this country wheat, manganese, 
petroleum, lumber and coal, and 
with the exception of a small 
quantity of lumber, we produce 
none of these materials. 

The answer is to be sought in 
the full scope of Russia’s famous 
five-year plan, which in brief is a 
gigantic scheme now in the making 
to industrialize that immense 
country, utilizing its matchless 


wealth of raw materials in the 
manufacture of every conceivable 
finished product by forced and 
prison labor and dumping these 
products on our markets at prices 
to the American consumer that 
will make competition of home¬ 
made goods impossible. 

By making it impossible for 
American manufacturers to com¬ 
pete and thus throwing our work¬ 
ers out of employment, the Soviet 
government seeks to bring about 
a demoralized industrial situation 
in this country, believing that 
widespread misery, privation and 
hunger will lay the foundation for 
revolution and lead to the estab¬ 
lishment of a communistic govern¬ 
ment in the United States. Armed 
revolution and the substitution of 
the Soviet for the Republic are the 
essence of the five-year plan, but 
first the groundwork of economic 
distress must be laid. New Eng¬ 
land is one big factory. When 
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the wheels stop, this section 
plunges into utter ruin. Hence 
the peculiar significance of 
Russia’s five-year plan to New 
England. 

An Official Statement 

Does this sound fantastic? Is 
it fantastic? Let us see. G. T. 
Grinko, vice chairman of the 
Soviet government’s planning com¬ 
mission, author of the five-year 
plan, says in a recent book: “The 
five-year plan is a program for the 
further extension and consolida¬ 
tion of the October revolution. 
Nor should the great international 
significance of the plan be under¬ 
estimated. For the first time in 
history a vast country with inex¬ 
haustible natural resources and a 
population of 150,000,000 free 
people faces the world with an 
elaborate plan for upbuilding a 
socialist economy and culture—a 
socialist society. The five-year 
plan is an important part of the 
offensive of the proletariat of the 
world against capitalism; it is a 
plan tending to undermine capital¬ 
ist stabilization; it is a great plan 
of world revolution.” 

Congressional Report 

So much for the intent of the 
plan. How about its scope? It 
began with year 1927-28 and will 
end with 1932-33. According to 
the Fish Congressional Committee 
report, from which the following 
facts and figures are taken, "It 
covers a work in a field so great 
and diversified that it is almost 
beyond the imgination. 

“One of the greatest of the 
undertakings in the beginning is 
to electrify Russia. Stations now 
under construction will produce 


4,500,000,000 kilowatts per year. 
The Soviet Union is building 
new railroads, making extensions 
and improving the old lines so as 
to link up its industrial plants and 
reach its forests and mines. The 
country is rich in fuel oil. coal and 
peat. One coal field in Siberia is 
estimated to have 300 billion tons 
of coal. The country is rich in 
iron, and the great metal industry 
has been planned and work begun 
on its plants and eouipment. It 
is proposed to construct one or 
more steel mills as great as the 
American mills at Gary. Indiana, 
with a capacity of 2,000.000 or 
3,000.000 tons. A number of 
smaller mills are also planned, as 
well as the development in the pro-, 
duction and manufacture of non- 
ferreous metals. 

Tremendous Program 

“Factories are to be constructed 
for the manufacture of almost 
every line of machinery, tools and 
implements, including great fac¬ 
tories for the output of agricul¬ 
tural equipment. The plan calls 
for an increase in boiler produc¬ 
tion from 114,000 square meters 
heating surface in 1927-28 to 
300,000 square meters in 1932-33; 
in Diesel horsepower, from 69,000 
to 202,000. Turbine capacity is 
to increase 650 per cent. Factor¬ 
ies are in course of construction 
to produce machinery, tools, 
mining machinery, railway cars, 
and practically every line of pro¬ 
duction necessary for the use of 
the people in a great country like 
Russia, with its many diversified 
interests and productions. 

“Eighty-two million rubles are 
to be invested in seagoing and 
river vessels. Plants are under 
construction, and to be con- 
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structed, for the manufacture of 
automobiles, with 100,000 as the 
result of the first year’s operation 
and 300,000 for the last year. 
Three plants each to turn out 
50,000 tractors per year are either 
under construction or to be built. 
This plan covers chemical and fer¬ 
tilizer factories. Factories for 
the production in nearly every line 
of trade known to the industrial 
world are in the course of con¬ 
struction, including the manufac¬ 
ture of textiles, shoes and leather. 

Create To Destroy 

“Russia has 37 per cent of the 
world’s oil. Soviet oil plays a 
prominent part in world markets. 
Russia stands ready to invade the 
oil markets in America. The final 
estimate after the recent discov¬ 
eries of oil decrees the Russian 
output shall be 40,000,000 barrels 
annually. The production of lum¬ 
ber is to be increased on a very 
large scale, growing from 142,- 
000,000 cubic meters in 1927-28 
to 350,000,000 meters in 1932-33. 
Twenty-two million barrels of 
cement and 5,100,000,000 brick 
per year are to be produced.” 

Even more remarkable achieve¬ 
ments are being made in the realm 
of agriculture. Marketable grain 
produced in 1930 was 32 per cent 
above the planned estimate. Russia 
has long been recognized as the 
future granary of the world. The 
best farm lands have been taken 
over by the government and the 
farmers are forced to work for a 
bare sustenance. Wheat is pro¬ 
duced in Russia at 10 to 20 cents 
a bushel. The immense shipments 
of lumber cost practically nothing 
for labor as the lumbering is done 
by convicts. All labor in Russia 
is forced labor. Even cheap-labor 


Europe cannot compete with Rus¬ 
sia, which is determined to ruin 
not only the American commodity 
and food markets but the Euro¬ 
pean as well. “Boiled down to a 
reasonable conclusion,” says the 
Fish Committee Report, “if the 
five-year plan succeeds, the Soviet 
Union is to become a great money 
making machine that it may 
finance communism and world rev¬ 
olution. To undersell the rest of 
the world in agricultural and in¬ 
dustrial products is a part of the 
scheme to create unrest, ripening 
into revolution.” 

American Assistance 

Until the manufactured products 
can be shipped in quantity, a year 
or two hence, Russia must per¬ 
force export raw materials, as the 
Soviet Government has no com¬ 
mercial credits anywhere and must 
in the meantime secure funds with 
which to industrialize herself. 
This industrialization of Russia is 
being accomplished with the aid of 
American capital and American 
technical brains. More than 
$100,000,000 of American ex¬ 
ports, mostly heavy machinery, 
went to Russia in 1930, to aid the 
Soviet government to equip itself 
to destroy our own manufactures. 
Recently the newspapers told of 
a shipment of 20,000 American 
tractors, to help the Soviets to 
flood the world with cheap food 
stuffs. Thousands of American 
engineers, production managers 
and skilled workers are today 
training the Russians to build fac¬ 
tories, railroads, steamships and 
operate mines. Other thousands 
of Americans are buying Russian 
products dumped in our markets. 
During the past 12 months, 200,- 
000 tons of Soviet coal have been 
landed at New England ports and 
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sold in competition with our native 
coal under the trade name “Cleer- 
coal”. 

The result of all this cannot but 
be harmful to American industry, 
even if the five-year plan does not 
succeed in its entirety. We may 
not be able to prevent Russia from 
shutting American exports out of 
foreign markets because of that 
country’s world-wide dumping of 


its forced-labor products, but we 
can and should refuse to further 
the Soviets' scheme to demoralize 
our own home markets by pur¬ 
chasing Russian raw materials and 
manufactured goods. To do other¬ 
wise would be penny-wise and 
pound-foolish, to say nothing of 
the threat to our political institu¬ 
tions inherent in the five-year 
plan.

RED SABOTAGE 


During the month of October a report containing minute 
instructions in the compounding and use of cheaicals for every 
type of sabotage was secretly issued to undercover leaders of the 
Communist Party. 



Poliowing receipt of instructions Party leaders selected 
five members from each district, who were regularly employed in 
airplane factories, torpedo stations, munitions plants. Navy Yards

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Last week we had something to say aboi 
the pernicious Communist teaching in th 
country with which our young people are ii 
fiicted and infected, and we called attention t 
the similar conditions which exist in the U.S.A 
In both countries there also is proceeding witi 
increasing intensity the sapping of the moraL 
of the people, and in each case there is not 
the least doubt that it is the undesirable alien, 
allowed entry eo freely into the two countries, 
vho is responsible. Take our country first. 

The amount of nudism which is now wit¬ 
nessed on the stage in London and elsewhere 
is a national disgrace, and instead of fighting 
this evil the authorities, though having ample 
power to deal with it, seem to be more intent 
i n trying to shift the responsibility for taking 
action. It is not as if this shameful ■ thing was 
a new disease which might have given tho 
authorities the excuse to say that they have 
been taken unprepared for dealing wit£* it. 
This nudism in the limelight was a feature- of 
city life in Germany after the war,”until 
Hitler, to his credit, came along to clean' up 
the filth due to aliens. It then appeared.jn 
America a few years ago, and now it has come 
here, those responsible for its introduction ap¬ 
parently arguing that under war conditions 
the coast was clear for the subversion of the 
people's morals. They also saw a chance of 
pecuniary benefits. And the opportunity both 
of degrading the people and at the same time 
making money out of it was one not to be 
missed by these alien exploiters, if only the 
authorities proved complacent; and their cal¬ 
culations have proved correct, for the author¬ 
ities have shown an inexcusable laxity in their 
guardianship. 

The correspondence columns of the “Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Post," however, for 
some little time past have recorded the disgust 
felt by all decent people nt these shows, and 



the extracts from the following letter in its 
issue of 2 April by Mr. Douglas Reed may be 
taken as typical:— 

“Are we going to tread the whole path that 
Berlin trod, and have palaces of sexual per¬ 
version, with electric signs outside advertising 
the wares? To anybody who remembers the 
appalling conditions in Berlin between 1918 
and 1930 the present trend of affairs in Lon¬ 
don is terrifying. . . . 

“This outbreak of nude shows is nothing 
but the commercial exploitation of unwary 
youth for base ends. 

“These girls do not want to dance nude. 
They want to become stars, as singers, dancers 
or actresses. Not one in a thousand of them 
has a chance of winning through to stardom 
by talent; but all are told that ‘stardom’ is 
within their reach. The first condition is — to 
undress. So it was in Berlin, in that appalling 
time, and so it is here now. 

“The resistance of these young girls is frail 
enough. They are all moved, first, by the de¬ 
sire to earn a livelihood; and once this bestial 
thing becomes general there is no resistance 
at all. Even the youngest girl knows that it is 
no use trying to get on the stage unless she is 
willing to undress. 

“This is the freedom of the free shark in the 
free lagoon. Is this the 'freedom' we are fight¬ 
ing for? In Berlin ‘freedom’ meant just that 
— freedom for the exploiter of youth. A 
young girl, even a young man, coming inex¬ 
perienced to Berlin in those days, had nardl.v 
a chance of escaping corruption. A whole gen¬ 
eration was corrupted in this way. The first 
duty of patriotism, of which we hear so much, 
should be to protect the youth of Britain 
against this exploitation." 

Questions were asked in Parliament on 4 
April whether the Home Secretary intended to 




take action, but Sir Jobs Anderson gave little 
satisfaction and appateutty w&s happy to have 
raised laughter -by stating that the Lord 
Chamberlain had nothing to do with bottle 
parties. But it is weH known that at many of 
these so-called bottle parti**' '‘strip tease” 
shows are also given, and In fact on 4 April 
the proprietors of one of these places was 

f irosecuted for selling alcoholic liquor without 
icence, and it was alleged a strip tease com¬ 
petition was part of the attraction. The fines 
in this case were quite inadequate, and the 
prosecutor stated that there were others in the 
background, and that those fined were merely 
dummies. In that case the real responsibility 
should be traced and the names given, and if 
aliens they should be exported at once. Sir 
John Anderson, however, prefers to raise 
laughter in the House. 

It is satisfactory that the Church is taking 
up this matter, and the Rev. Louis A. Ewart, 
Vicar of Earls Barton, Northampton, was re¬ 
ported in the “Daily Telegraph and Morning 
Post” of 6 April, after having witnessed a 
show to which he had been invited by the 
theatre management, as saying:— 

“I am going to fight for all I am worth 
against entertainments which are deliberately 
devised to demoralise the nation. The serious¬ 
ness of it all is deepened by the fact that this 
is going on at a time when we are fighting for 
our life and religion. 

“I am, however, confident that purity and 
decency will win in the end. All churches and 
the ‘cloth’ are with me, besides all the great 
and important ones in the theatrical pro¬ 
fession.” 

Less is heard of the “strip tease” degrada¬ 
tion in America no wadays, but the Jew control 
of the “movies” and Press is undeniable. As 
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an instance of how the campaign of subver¬ 
sion is countenanced by those in the highest 
place, and spread, the following extracts from 
an article, "Grapes of Wrath," in “The De¬ 
fender Magazine" for March, published in 
Wichita, Kansas, with the Rev. Gerald B. 
Winrod as Editor, may be quoted:— 

"American Christians were shocked when 
the announcement was flashed over news 
wires, that Mrs. Roosevelt had arranged a 
private showing of the motion picture, ‘Grapes 
of Wrath,' for delegates of the Youth Con¬ 
gress. 

"The novel from which this film was made 
came from the pen of a Jew, John Steinbeck. 
It is an abominable attack upon morals and 
Christianity. It is unquestionably the foulest 
book of the twentieth century. Nothing is too 
sacred to be turned into instruments of shame 
and perversion. It expresses hatred and con¬ 
tempt for everything that bears the name of 
Jesus Christ. No wonder Christians every¬ 
where are incensed over the widespread pub¬ 
licity it haa received. 

"Shortly after this slime-coated piece of 
fiction was published—banned from the mails 
by the United States Postal Service for its 
obscenity — Hollywood Jews began to nego¬ 
tiate for the film rights. It is reported that 
they paid Steinbeck $70,000 for the privilege 
of adapting it to use on the silver screen. 

"Despite the fact that the book is a fanati¬ 
cal appeal to class hatreds and pictures capi¬ 
talism as a gory monster, Jewish motion pic¬ 
ture magnates produced the film at a reputed 
cost of over a million dollars. 

"An inexplicable nausea comes over the 
Christian as he reads it. Every page seems to 
belch poison fumes. It is the type of literature 
that debauches and degrades." 



Extracts are then given from this abomin¬ 
able book, and the writer of the article con¬ 
cludes:— 

“And this, Christian friends, is the story 
which is now being publicised on the bill¬ 
boards of every city, on signs in front of 
thousands of theatres, in newspapers across 
the continent, over chain tsulla programmes 
. . . and otherwise. 

"It is evident, on the other hand, that those 
responsible for attacks launched against the 
Christian religion do not realise to what de¬ 
gree the tide of sullen resentment is rising 
among the good people of this country, who 
have the welfare of their homes, children, 
churches and system of government at heart 

“When reduced to the simplest language, 
‘Grapes of Wrath’ is an unholy, unwarranted, 
bungling, bombastic attack upon the person¬ 
ality of Jesus, as hideous as anything appear¬ 
ing in the literature of the Talmud. The book 
is so putrid that if fed to swine it would cause 
indigestion.” 

That is about as severe denunciation as any 
book could receive, and yet its circulation con¬ 
tinues and has the further advertisement of 
being turned into a film. But as we permit 
shows in our country, which Commandant 
Mary S. Allen, of the Women’s Auxiliary Ser¬ 
vice, has characterised as “deliberately de¬ 
signed by those who know their value in mon¬ 
ey to cater to all the worst in human nature,” 
and emanating from houses of ill-fame, we are 
not in a position to cast stones at the U.S.A. 
The two great English-speaking countries, 
however, ere called upon to rid themselves 
without deiay of this deadly alien menace. Ad¬ 
vantage has been taken of our leniency in this 
matter of throwing open our doors to all and 
sundry, and a cleansing operation is essential 
unless we are content to sink to the lowest 
level of these undesirables. 
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Boston Committee 
For Christian Refugees 

In certain circles it is customary for parents 
to enroll their sons and daughters in the same 
institutions from which they, themselves, 
graduated.

When P. T. Barnum stated, "A new one is 
born every minute”, he probably had in mind' 
some of the graduates of Theological Schools. ■ 
who have recently been described by a real 
minister as, "persons who are not anti- 
Christian, but who lack Christianity and loan 
their names to every sort of subversive move¬ 
ment camouflaged as humanitarian”. Such 
men are the worst of suckers. 

When Hitler, to his credit, kicked out the ■ 
revolutionists, white-slavers, racketeers, com-’ 
munists, and the rest of the motley crew who 
corrode and corrupt everything they come in 
contact with, these people fled into Hungary, 
Italy, Czechoslovakia, and Poland, and from 
those countries they have been driven into 
France and England.

Its purpose, 
as set out in its application for a charter, is "to inculcate the 
principles of Americanism and oppose socialism and communism among 
the people of the United States." The corporation is supposedly 
supported by membership subscriptions and contributions, but no¬ 
li st of the gei.civi membership has come to the attention of the 
Bureau. 


A parr.nh.let issued by the Industrial Defense Association, 
Incorporated, entitled/^'Pirposes" includes the following statements: 

"Believing that Communism and its insidious propaganda, 
particularly in industrial dew England, required urgent, 
militant aggression, v:e chose this special v;ork for our 
major activities and we have been at it, relentlessly 
and successfully, ever since.

That 
is why police departments, the naturalization, deportation 
and legal departments of our Cto^nament, as v/ell as « 
military and naval authorities, and our members, request 
and receive from us confidential reports that they con¬ 
sider important for their purposes.

These informative forty-five 
minute talks, with a question period, are available 
for Patriotic, Fraternal, lilitary. Civic and 
Religious societies." 


Edward H. ilur.ter. Executive Secretary of the Industrial 
Defense Association, Incorporated, was employed during the war as 
an industrial investigator at Manchester, New.Hampshire, and has been 
credited with having averted some industrial strikes at tii^t time. 
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• : t operated ?•. Triv'te detective agency in Ifsnc.-.ecter subsequent 
to x,.tj war, end was active in r.cj'j-ti n_ strike conditions in various 
c..uc factories in Lynn, hassach'isetts. _r. Hunter is the moving 
spirit of the Industrial Defense Association, many of its resorts 
and -oublications going out over -is signature as Executive Secre¬ 
tary. lie was named as executive Secretary at the time the corpora¬ 
tion was formed in 1926, and h?s held that position since that tine.

Spiva-:, who described him¬ 
self as an author, lecturer and foreign correspondent, named 
Edward hunter, formerly of Manchester, Net; Harps :dre, as 
New England head of tne propaganda machine sr.d charged him vith 
distribution of information and material sentthere from other 
Nazi workers in tne United States and from London an .

Hr. Spivak testified that Hunter erg prized the Indus¬ 
trial .Defense Association in Boston and obtained the support cf 
many prominent persons.

investigations into subversive activities. It operates, according 
to contacting people with money and building up 

fear in tnose individuals in regard to subversive activities 
and what is going on in the United States. This fear eventually 
causes the individuals contacted to contribute money to the 
organization, which funds in reality go into the pockets of 
'*>• Hunter, / ) 
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In connection with the contents of the pamphlet entitled 
^"lted Sabotage" ana other publications issued by Hunter, he was 
interviev.-ed on several occasions during the early months of the 
year 1940 by Special Agents of the FBI. Prior to the interviews, 
however, several other individuals in Boston were contacted relative 
to Hunter. An informant of the Boston Field Division advised 
that he has knov/n Hunter for a considerable period of time and 
tl<at while occasionally tne latter may possess some good informa¬ 
tion relative to the activities of the Communist Party, he is 
inclined tc go overboard on some matters which he cannot substan¬ 
tiate. The informant stated that Hunter's charge that a large 
number of machine guns had been purchased by the Communists 
from the Ordnance Department and that the Communists intended to 
use these guns a.ainst the United States at some futur? date was 
utterly without foundation. 


An Assistant United States Attorney in Boston advised 
that Hunter had been examined by the Legislative Committee, of 
w.jLcb re, the Attorney, v/as a member. He further stated that 
Hunter is 'unquestionably receiving money from the Nazi Government 
and is spreading anti-Semitic propaganda. 


| of the] Anti-Defamation League in Boston stated 
that Kunte^^^posing as a fighter of communism and that according 
to information received by him, Hunter obtains $300 monthly from 
an unknown source. The informant felt certain that this money 
is coming from the German Government, but he was unable to sub¬ 
stantiate this allegation.

A representative of the National Guard at Boston advised 
tnat he has knewn Hunter for years and that the latter has been 
rabidly opposed to communism. He added that Hunter in the past 
has been very helpful in securing information concerning Communists 
and tneir activities, and that during recent years Hunter has 
been going on the assumption that all persons of Jewish extraction 
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are Communists. Hunter is stated to be opposed to International 
Bankers on the theory that most cf them are Jev/ish. Tne national 
Guard representative did not believe Hunter to be receiving money 
from a foreign government and added that such a claim apparently 
is propaganda being used against Hunter. 

Edward H. Hunter, while being interviewed cn other matters 
by a Special Agent of the FBI, stated that his organization was 
formed several years ago just subsequent to the war, the purpose 
being to fight communism; that there are no regular members of his 
organization; that he receives Ms support from some groups of 
subs tar. tial Americans v/no are opposed to communism but that due to 
their background cannot openly carry on the fight; and that he has 
found that the Communist Party r.as hoodwinked a lot cf innocent 
Americans into their beliefs and has received support in this 
manner. Me continued by statin,, th t at no time kr.s he ever 
received any support from any foreign government, particularly 
Germany, but has openly expressed Ms opinion with reference to the 
International Banking System being controlled by persons of Jewish 
extraction and nas also indicated that hitler's treatment of the 
Jewish Communists in Germany, while to a certain degree severe, 
was nevertheless one way of disposing of traitors; that he is 
fearful that the Communists may undermine the Federal Government; 
and that while some of his talks and literature may have been 
against persons of Jewish extraction, it v/as intentionally directed 
at those individuals of taut extraction who are affiliated with 
the Cor munis tic group and further t.:t- majority cf the members 
with WiiC::. he has come ir. contact who are members and leaders of 
t.is organization (Communists) he feund to be of Jerri.sh ex¬ 
traction. 


Hunter added t';jat the legislative investigation in 
iiassachusetts some time ago, vhdie primarily inquiring into sub¬ 
versive activities, was nevertheless directed at his organization 
and himself, and was an attempt by certain individuals to secure 
the list of iis members, which met with negative results. He 
stated that they are not really considered members, but are friends 
of the orgamzaticn and support it by donations from tine to time. 
He further stated that Ms life has been threatened on severe! 
occasions and that naturally this work has become an obsession 
vd til him. 


It might be stated that at the conclusion of the inter¬ 
view, Hunter stated that he is proud of the FBI and. that the 
latter, under its Director, is performing an excellent service 
to the American people, he mentioned that there is nothing in 
Ms office which he would conceal from the FBI and he gave the 
Agent permission to search at any tine the files of his organi¬ 
zation vdthout the service of a subpoena. He furnished the 
Bureau representative a long list of known Communists, J 
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.'.on being interviewed subsequently, on January 7.2,

Hunter’s testimony before the commiss’on is duubly signifi¬ 
cant today. We quote from the official stenographic -'ccorc.: 

q. _(By Senator Thomas M. Burke) Then 1 say, it is true 

you are a Nazi and you are a Jew hater? 

A.—(By Hunter) Yes, I am. 

q. _isn’t it true you attempted to create a corporation of 

the Nazi League in Massachusetts? Isn’t that true? Isn’t it 
true you sent out pamphlets against the Jews? 

A.—Yes. 

Later on, however, he seemingly contradicted pait of this 
testimony; 

q._ Do you believe in the philosophy of Mr. Hitler with 


respect to government? 

A.—I don’t know. 1 am not well enough acquainted with 
the German Government to answer that question. 

The references in the testimony t-o a Nazi League involve the 
Boston visit in 1932 of Kurt G. W. Luedecke, who bore a letter 
with him, according to the Commission’s report, stating his ac- 
t’vitles were personally authorized and approved by Hitler. The 
report continues: 

“Hunter took Luedecke to his bank for the purpose of 
opening an account. He introduced Luedecke to his own 
lawyer for the purpose of drawing necessary forms to be filed 
with the Secretary of the Commonwealth in applying for a 
charter of the Swastika League. 

"Hunter has testified (however) that his seeming co-opera¬ 
tion with Luedecke was for the purpose of gathering infor¬ 
mation concerning the latter which would furnish grounds for 
his deportation.” 

We wish to give one more report concerning Hunter—that of 
Dr. Robert C. Dexter to the American Unitarian Association. He. 
concluded: 

"The Industrial Defense Association is—anti-liberal— 
anti-Semitic It appears to be a racket.

It concludes: 

"Disperse this fifth column before they grow strong, o; . . . " 

This pamphlet was brought to our attention toy a friend who 
subsequently wrote Hunter and asked for further Information. 
Here is Hunter’s reply: 

“In reply to your communication of August 15 let me say 
that this Jew army was brought to the attention of Congress 
over a year ago and within 30 days it has been published in 
Father Coughlin's magazine and in one or two other patriotic 
publications. 

“If you were aware of the control of the press you would 
know that subversive activities of this nature are never made 
.public by them.”

1. Refrain from repealing the present neutrality 
law of our country but to leave it, as it is, on the 
statute books. 

2. Preserve the strict neutrality of the United 
States of America. 

3. Refrain from any act that might directly or 
indirectly involve our country and our people in 
any foreign controversy or war. 

4. By all the constitutional means at your dis¬ 
posal, prevent our present internationally-minded 
national Administration from inveigling our coun¬ 
try into any entangling foreign alliance and from 
ordering the American youth into any foreign land 
to fight, bleed and die in any cause in which we, 
as a people, have no national interest. 

We further respectfully petition you that, in the 
event the President of the United States of America 
and deluded members of the United States Con¬ 
gress feel that our present neutrality law should be 
repealed, the pi oposed “cash and carry” law should 
be enacted and thereby first indirectly and then di¬ 
rectly the United States of America should be in¬ 
volved in any foreign controversy or war and the 
American youth should be forced into any foreign 
country to fight bleed and die in any cause foreign 
to the American people, 

1. The Honorable Franklin D. Roosevelt should 
resign from his office as President of the United 
States of America and stay out of that office until 
by the vote of the American people he will have 
received a definite mandate to interfere with our 
present neutrality law and to take our country into 
any foreign controversy or war. 
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2. Those deluded members of the United States 
Congress, who intend to vote for the repeal of our 
present neutrality law and to vote for the proposed 
“cash and carry” law and thereby endanger our 
domestic peace and tranquility and the lives of 
hundreds of thousands and probably millions of our 
American youth, should promptly resign from their 
offices and go back to their electorates and ask 
them their mandate for the repeal of our present 
neutrality law, for the enactment of the proposed 
“cash and carry” law which, as universally believed, 
would inevitably involve us in the European and 
Asiatic conflicts, and for an authority to vote for 
the eventual taking our American youth into for¬ 
eign land to fight, bleed and die in a cause which 
is foreign to us. 

Lest the President of the United States of 
America and deluded members of the United States 
Congress have forgotten, we quote herewith the 
preamble of the Constitution of the United States 
of America: 

“We, the people of the United States, in order to 
form a more perfect Union, establish Justice, insure 
domestic Tranquility, provide for the common de¬ 
fense, promote the general Welfare, and secure the 
Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our Posterity, 
do ordain and establish this Constitution of the 
United States of America.” 


SOLEMN OATHS RECALLED 

We respectfully remind the President of the 
United States of America and the members of the 
United States Congress that they, each and all, 
have solemnly sworn “to preserve, protect and de¬ 
fend the Constitution of the United States.” We 
remind them further that our country is a United 
States of forty-eight states having a republican 
form of government and that our country is essen¬ 
tially and constitutionally a free and independent 
Republic and not a colony of England and France. 
The sworn and constitutional duty of the President 
of this Republic and of the members of the United 
States Congress is to provide for and secure to the 
American people the objects enumerated in the 
preamble and body of the Constitution of the 
United States of America and not to force the 
American people to hasten to the defense of Eng¬ 
land and France, whenever their governments de¬ 
cide to make war upon other people. This country, 
we dare say, is still the United States of America 
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and the general welfare of the American people 
must come first at whatever cost 

We respectfully call attention to the fact that 
our Constitution does not authorize the President 
of the United States of America and the members 
of the United States Congress to sit in judgment 
over any foreign nation and to dictate to any for¬ 
eign nation as to what form of government it should 
have, nor to pass judgment upon what other peo¬ 
ples’ national interest should be. It is not the con¬ 
stitutional concern of the President of the United 
States of America and of the members of the 
United States Congress to decide whether a con¬ 
flict between nations three thousands miles away 
from us is justified or unjustified; their sworn duty 
is “to insure domestic tranquility, provide for the 
common defense, promote the general welfare of 
and secure the blessings of liberty” to the American 
people; in other words, to mind our own business. 
It is not the sworn and constitutional duty of the 
President of the United States and of the members 
of the United States Congress to meddle in other 
peopled affairs and conllicts. 


We respectfully ask: Why do you, Mr. President 
and members of the United States Congress, want 
to meddle in the quarrels of European govern¬ 
ments, when more than one-half of the American 
people are living below the poverty line, although 
the very God of Nature has blessed this country 
with everything we need? Has any foreign nation 
threatened to invade the United States of America 


or any of its possessions? Do you not know that 
the most dangerous enemy of this our country is 
our man-made depression and our abject poverty 
flowing therefrom? All of you were elected to 


your offices upon your solemn promises that you 
would attack and defeat depression and poverty; 
but you have failed to make good your promises. 
Fully one-half of the American children are under¬ 
nourished, ill-clothed and inadequately housed, 
while you are fiddling in Washington. Is it your 
idea that the only way to solve our economic prob¬ 
lem is to manufacture armaments, instruments of 
death and destruction, and to send a few million of 
our young men to Europe to be maimed, killed and 
buried and thus denied the tender and loving care 
and tears of their mothers, young wives, minor chil¬ 
dren or their sweethearts? Where and from whom 
have you received authority for such a diabolical 
idea, scheme and plan? Have you forgotten that 
you are still Americans; that you are still in the 
service of the American people; and that your sal¬ 
aries are still paid out of the treasury of the Ameri-

can people? Do not your solemn promises made 
to the American people and your solemn oath 
mean anything to you? Must the American people 
be subjected to the awful realization that politi¬ 
cally we have degenerated to the point where the 
solemn promises and oath of our politicians have 
no meaning any more?

On the streets, in offices and in factories in the 
City of Cleveland, Ohio, men and women refer to 
the war declared by the governments of England 
and France on the government of Germany as 
“the Jewish war." You know that a considerable 
number of the people of England and France are 
loudly protesting against this “ Jewish war Many 
of those people, good, patriotic Englishmen and 
Frenchmen, are jailed because of their protest Are 
you going to enact laws which will make it a crim¬ 
inal offense for the American people to tell the 
truth about this “Jewish war?” Do you honestly 
believe that you can compel the American people, 
American fathers and mothers, to send their sons 
to Europe to fight, bleed and die in this “Jewish 
war”, without protest? Are you ready to bring 
tragedy upon the Jewish people in this country and 
throughout the world? Some of you ore Jews, 
some of you are related to the Jewish people either 
by blood or by the tie of holy matrimony, and some 
of you have been elected to your high offices with 
the aid of Jewish money. Are you ready to return 
plague for the bread you have received? Even if 
you have forgotten your sworn duties toward the 
Christian people of this country, must you bring 
tragedy upon the Jewish people who have helped 
you to responsible and well paid political positions?

ernment of England and of the international Jew¬ 
ish financiers of England, France and the United 
States of America has been thrown out of Russia.

people, we send our greetings and we petition them 
to do everything within their constitutional power 
and duty to prevent the repeal of our present neu¬ 
trality law, to preserve the strict neutrality of our 
country, to prevent our present internationally- 
minded national Administration from hurling us in¬ 
to the European conflict, and finally to prevent the 
wholesale slaughtering of the American youth in a 
cause and for a purpose that are foreign to the 
American people and unjustifiable in the sight of 
God and men. 
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England, France, and their satellites owe the 
American people approximately twelve billion dol¬ 
lars which they borrowed from us during the World 
War and which they have failed and refused to pay 
back. Their solemn promise to us is not worth the 
paper it is written on. England and France to¬ 
gether control approximately twenty million square 
miles of the earth’s surface, which is nearly one- 
third of the earth’s surface, and six hundred mil¬ 
lions of human beings, representing more than one- 
fourth of the earth’s population. France and Eng¬ 
land, therefore, are capable of hurling almost one- 
third of the earth’s surface and more than one- 
fourth of the earth’s population against Germany, a 
country approximately of the size of the State of 
Texas, and a population of about ninety million 
souls. Is there any dire need to add to England 
and France the United States of America with her 
one hundred thirty million souls, to fight the Ger¬ 
man people of ninety million souls? England and 
France received as a booty from the World War 
territories larger than that of the United States of 
America, and we got depression, poverty, W. P. A., 
and the worthless twelve billion dollar bonds of 
England, France and their satellites! England and 
France have billions of dollars to fight their war 
against the German people; but they have not one 
penny with which to pay us back the debt they owe 
us. Have we not learned our lesson? Must the 
American people finance and fight all the foolish 
wars which the governments of England and France 
decide to declare upon any people whom they do 
not like? 

Several faithless governments in Europe have 
seen the writing on the wall: “Mene, Mene, Tekel, 
Upharsin.” They are out and others are on their 
way out Why should American money be spent 
and American blood be spilled in order to save the 
hides of European faithless governments? They 
are not worth one single American cent nor one 
single drop of American blood. No human hand 
can stay the processes of the decay of many of the 
senile ruling classes of Europe. Only fools attempt 
to stay the advance of human progress. 


VERSAILLES TREATY DENOUNCED 

The governments of France and England made 
the Versailles Treaty and they are attempting to 
uphold and perpetuate it, though it is the most dis¬ 
honorable and disgraceful international document 
that has ever been written. The United States 
Senate consistently refused to ratify that treaty 
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and the American people have consistently repu¬ 
diated it. Neither the President nor the members 
of the United States Congress have received a man¬ 
date from the American people to reverse their 
former stand regarding that unholy treaty. Aside 
from the governments of England and France, no¬ 
body in this world wants to perpetuate the Ver¬ 
sailles Treaty. By what right and by what moral 
principle should the American youth be forced to 
fight, bleed and die for the perpetuation of that 
treaty? 

The American people want the President and the 
Congress to solve our economic problems. To say 
that our economic problems can be solved only by 
the manufacture of armaments and the wholesale 
slaughter of our youth in a foreign country, is a con¬ 
fession of the failure of our politicians in the per¬ 
formance of their duty. The solution of our eco¬ 
nomic problems requires domestic peace and tran¬ 
quility and the services of true American leaders 
who do not meddle in other people’s affairs but 
mind their own business. 

We plead with you to help us make “America 
First” and “America for the Americans” a political 
and economic reality. Let the governments of 
England and France fight their own battles, and let 
us mind our own business. Our task is to get this 
country out of the present man-made depression, 
put our country on a sound economic foundation, 
and bring back American prosperity. We want to 
grow food, that our people may eat; to manufacture 
clothes, that our people may be well dressed; to 
build homes, that our people may be well sheltered; 
to manufacture furniture, that our people may have 
domestic comfort; to manufacture other necessities 
of life, that our people may live happily and con¬ 
tentedly. We repudiate the false theory that 
American prosperity is dependent upon human 
slaughtering and upon the detestable blood busi¬ 
ness, in which England and France are now en¬ 
gaged. 

We are reliably informed that our internation¬ 
ally-minded national Administration has already 
prepared an order, ready to be signed, whereby, m 
the event our country should be inveigled into the 
European conflict, all federal employes would be 
exempted from military service. This, we are in¬ 
formed, is calculated to prevent several hundred 
thousand Jewish employes from entering military 
service. Perfidious European governments have 
done likewise; they are now fugitives in foreign 
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countries! Other similarly perfidious governments 
in Europe are on their way out! 

It is a matter of public knowledge that almost 
wholly only international Jews and their propa¬ 
gandists want to inveigle our country into the Euro¬ 
pean conflict.

Since the great Englishman, Lord Northcliffe, 
has reduced us, the American people, to the level 
of the Chinese coolies, we petition the United 
States Congress to give the American people at 
least a Chinaman’s chance in this critical time!

Post Script to the Petition 

Since the foregoing petition was mailed to the 
President and Vice-President of the United States 
of America and to the Speaker of the U. S. House 
of Representatives, the following noteworthy in¬ 
cidents have occurred: 

1. The U. S. Congress has repealed the 1937 
arms embargo law which prohibited shipment of 
arms, ammunition and poison gas to belligerent 
countries, and has enacted a new law which per¬ 
mits belligerent countries to purchase for “cash” all 
the weapons of war they can carry in their own 
ships. The debate on the floor of Congress clearly 
indicated that the 1937 arms embargo law was re¬ 
pealed and the new law was enacted in order to 
help the Jew-controlled governments of England 
and France to starve and kill Christian German 
men, women and children. 

2. In his church at Hyde Park, President Roose- 
vent has devoutly prayed for divine help for King 
George of England to defeat his enemies. Subse¬ 
quently the government of England has treated 
this country with scorn, by stopping American ships 
on the high seas and confiscating American mails 
destined to Germany and neutral countries. 

3. On November 3, 1939, an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt was made to assassinate Chancellor Hitler of 
Germany. God miraculously saved his life. Heads 
of governments of neutral countries congratulated 
the German chancellor on that fortunate occasion; 
President Roosevelt did not 

4. International Jewish control of Russia has 
definitely been broken; the Lenin-Trotsky interna¬ 
tional Jewish God-hating communism is on its way 
out of Russia; the Christian element of Russia is 
now coming back into control; and it now appears 
that Russia is heading toward Christian national 
socialism. Exiled by the Lenin-Trotsky interna¬ 
tional Jewish communists, God is now returning to 
Russia. This is good news. 

During the World War Russia was an ally of 
England, yet after that war the government of Eng¬ 
land was instrumental in bottling up Russia, de¬ 
priving her of ice-free seaports—boarding up her 
windows, as it were—and forcing the Russian peo¬ 
ple under the yoke of ungodly and bloody-handed 
international Jewish bolsheviks.

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5. Finland has been invaded by Russia, and 
Christians throughout the world sympathize with 
the unfortunate Finnish people whose lives are be¬ 
ing sacrificed on the altar of international greed. 
Russia wants to fortify the Gulf of Finland in order 
to secure an unmolested entrance to her own sea¬ 
port at Leningrad (Petrograd). - This could and 
should have been done without bloodshed, but the 
government of England objected and encouraged 
the Finnish government to resist Valuable nickel 
mines in Finland are owned by English and Ameri¬ 
can investors, and the Finnish people are com¬ 
pelled to sacrifice their lives in order to protect 
these interests of foreign investors. It is nice for 
those in high government position to utter unctuous 
phrases of sympathy for the Finnish people. The 
fact, however, remains that the killing of the Fin¬ 
nish people is plain murder. 

6. The unexpected change in Russia toward 
Christian nationalism has overturned the apple cart 
of the internationalists and has created utter con¬ 
fusion in International Jewish circles. In this 
country the communists have split up into two sep¬ 
arate groups—the Stalin and Trotsky (Jewish) 
groups. It is persistently rumored—at times rather 
loudly—that the communists have “horned in” on 
the F. B. I. (Federal Bureau of Investigation) and, 
as such, they are investigating Christian American 
patriots. It now behooves the Christian American 
patriots to throw both these ungodly bolshevik 
groups out of this country, bag and baggage. Chris¬ 
tian American patriots are not ready to turn this 
country over to the international bolsheviks and 
Jews. This is a Christian country and, by the grace 
of God, it shall remain a Christian country! 


“THIS IS NOT OUR WAR”—KEEP OUT! 
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7. U. S. Ambassador Kennedy has repeatedly 
warned the American people and government to 
keep this country out of the European war. He 
said: “This is not our war. As you love America, 
don’t let anything at all coming from any country 
make you believe that you can make things one 
whit better by entering the war. There is no place 
in this war for us.” Mr. Kennedy is our ambas¬ 
sador to London, England, and he knows why we 
should mind our own business. 


8. It is now evident that the quarrel of the gov¬ 
ernment of England is not with Germany but with 
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■Russia. Germany has asked nothing of England 
that rightly and justly belongs to her. It is Russia 
that needs and wants unmolested ice-free seaports; 
it is Russia that the Jew-controlled government of 
England wants to keep bottled up; it is the Russian 
people that the government of England wants to 
force back under international Jewish control. The 
war will be fought around the Persian Gulf, where 
Russia wants to establish an ice-free seaport, but 
which the government of England wants to deny 
to Russia. Every German man, woman and child 
killed in this war must, therefore, be considered 
murdered by the government of England. 


Despite all the silly propaganda disseminated in 
this country by paid agents of the government of 
England and by International Jews, it will be well 
to remember that the French and English troops 
are attempting to invade Germany and that the 
Germans are fighting to defend their country 
against the invaders, just as you and I would fight 
them if they dared to attempt to invade our coun¬ 
try. 

9. Hore-Belisha, the African (Tangier) born 
Jewish minister of war of England has been forced 
to quit his office. There is a strong Christian group 
in England, which vigorously opposes the “Jewish 
war” on Germany, and there is valid reason to be¬ 
lieve that International Jewish influence and con¬ 
trol are on their way out of England. A consider¬ 
able rumbling and dissatisfaction are heard in 
France also, and it is just a question of time, 
when the International Jews will be thrown out 
of that country. 


10. President Roosevelt and his Party have held 
a banquet in Washington at the cost of $100 per 
plate. According to a report issued by the federal 
government, 14% of American families have less 
than $500 income a year, 42% less than $1000, 
65% than $1500, and 87% less than $2500. In 
brief, 87% of American families are living below 
the poverty line. In Ohio, as elsewhere, the relief 
situation is acute, and people on relief receive $4.50 
per person for food per two weeks. If you are in 
on the New Deal (frequently referred to as “Jew 
Deal”), you can afford to pay $100 for one dinner; 
but, if you are on relief, you must be satisfied with

The war no w being waged by Japan for 
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the subjugation of China has recently be¬ 
come less intense, and this condition has 
' been brought about by the breakdown of 
r.the resistance put up by China’s armed 
forces, and also by weather conditions. It 
is my purpose in this article to examine 
briefly some of the fiuses for the military 
invasion of China by Japan, and also to 
consider the political situation in China 
from the conclusion of the Great War un- 
- til the present time. . 

When the American(l) Financial Ad¬ 
visory Board to China, presided over by 
Professor * Kemmerer (of gold standard 
, fame) arrived there the country had been 
a republic, in name only, for some fifteen 
years, during the whole of which time 
there had been superficial changes of gov¬ 
ernments, interminable civil wars, official 
corruption, ruthless taxation, and general 
incompetence. It is not, then, a matter for 
surprise that, in these circumstances, the 
condition of the people became almost 
hopeless, since, with the exception of a 
few provinces, nothing had been done to 
restore security and prosperity to the pea¬ 
sants, who were constantly being despoiled 
by one or other of the warring factions, or 
by banditry, opium, and illegal taxation. 

Such was the condition of the greater 
part of China after fifteen years of the so- 
called Republic, and during this time there 
.followed the breakdown of discipline 
within all Chinese civil and military organ¬ 
isations, the discouragement of genuine 
patriots, the corruption of officials who at 
one time had a desire for reform, and the 
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rise of the dregs of the population to high ^ 
official rank by virtue of superior ruthless-.'*^ 
ness.

While the babel of voices, 
and the square miles of print, keep up an 
' apparent tension of nerves there is no rea¬ 
soned case put out to show a real intention 
of any one nation to start the assumed war. 
Such an intention must face the impossible 
solution of the puzzle of the known con¬ 
flicting external interests, and of unknown 
possible domestic trpubles of, say, France, 
Germany, Italy, Britain, Bolshevia, Amer¬ 
ica, and Japan. Perhaps the last-named 
maybe considered as being preoccupied 
with things in the East, amLwit h an exi st * - 
„nng underground warfare in China direct- 
_ ed by the Soviet world revolutionaries. At 
least two of the countries named are in the 
bad graces of the holders of the biggest 
purses in all countries, which were former¬ 
ly available for War loans. Most of the 
countries of the globe are. riddled with 
Communists; whose bright particular star 
in heaven is the Bolshevik one. Taking all 
of these facts, it is clear that the man in the 
street is not likely to have any defensible 
idea of the meaning of the red clouds a- 
round him; .and anything like a definite o- 
pinion is doubtless inspired by the news¬ 
paper he affects: and that, in its daily orbit, 
is subject to perturbations from the influ¬ 
ence of unseen external bodies. 

• T Turning from the invisible, incompre¬ 
hensible, and mutually destructive elements 
of the speculative consideration of an ex¬ 
pected world-war, there is a vastly more 
useful subject, for both talk and action, in 
the real and existing world-war that the na¬ 
tions of the earth have allowed to develop, 
internally and internationally. It is the 
war of Communism against Civilization, 
Religion, and all traditional morality. This 
- definition will not be accepted by all Com¬ 
munists, but it is essentially true of all or¬ 
ganised Communism, and it is true of its 
' ” real guides and leaders in all countries. 

Here- in Britain, we are only acquainted 
t , with Communism as one element in the pol- 
-itical emulsion of Socialism. We do not 
know—or have forgotten— what Commun¬ 
ism in action has shown itself to be in Rus¬ 
sia, Germany, Italy, Hungary, China, Mexi- 
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CO, Portugal and Spain. Our "intellectuals," 
who dabble in the presentable theories asso¬ 
ciated with the name of Communi s 
the people who would guide its course 
if it is put in power by the democratic bal¬ 
lot-box, insufficiently guarded by the Con¬ 
servative-minded but apathetic majority of 
the nation. Although some of the countries 
above-named are now - at open war with 
Communism, the world-power of it is 
mighty and growing; and it is backed by 
forces not working in the open in the cases 
of France, America, Canada, and India; 
while in Britain, a thick cloud of ignorance 
veils the form of a real danger. The ignor¬ 
ance of our people about world movements 
is helped in its existence by the enormous 
propagan da work of the multitude of So¬ 
viet agentrthroughout the country. 

How astounding facts affecting all the 
peoples of this great globe itself, can be 
smothered or suppressed, is a matter of 
such importance that it will excuse the rep¬ 
etition here of the case of the launching of 
Bolshevism by the Soviet. The repre¬ 
sentative of Britain in St. Petersburg, 
M. Oudendyke, reported to London on 6 
September, 1918, “The danger is now so 
great that I feel it my duty to call the atten¬ 
tion of the British and all other Govern¬ 
ments to the fact that, if an end is not put 
to Bolshevism at once, the civilisation of 
the whole world will be threatened. Unless 
it is nipped in the bud immediately, it is 
bound to spread in one form or another over 
Europe and the whole world, as it is organ¬ 
ised and worked by Jews who have no na¬ 
tionality and whose one object is to destroy 
for their own ends, the existing order of 
things ." This statement appeared in the 
Foreign Office White Book in April, 1919, 
which was quickly withdrawn from circula¬ 
tion. and was succeeded by a bowdlerised 
edition omitting the statement, and also 
other informing original comments. As 
twenty years have established beyond ques¬ 
tion the ceaseless advocacy of Bolshevism 
over the earth, and as Bolshevism is the 
head and front of all Communist interna¬ 
tional organisations, it is shown that the 
world-war now running has its main spring 
in Moscow, where also is vast wealth for its 
promotion. 



Britain is involved, willy nilly, in this 
-war, and the risks cannot be exorcised by 
futile babbling about the British being free 
of the weakness of all other nations. It is 
a case of fight or collapse; and we are at a 
terrible disadvantage in the weakness of the 
Conservative Party which is the sole organ¬ 
isation capable of defending the country 
and the Empire.

THE "N.R.A." 

The National Industrial Reoovery Act (N.R.A.) is said to have been conceived by 
and in substanoe, written by Felix Frankfurter, and Financed by Edw. A. Filene's 
Twentieth Century Fund. Seotion 3, Title 1, was declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court on May 27, 1935. On June 14, 1955, Congress passed a resolution 
extending a "skeleton"H.R.A. to April 1, 1936, when its activities and personnel 
were transferred to the Department of Commerce. The following is a partial list 
of officials as of June 1, 1935..

Industrial Defense Associative, a Massachusetts 
corporatien is headed by EDWARD H. HUNTER, whoa 
it is alleged is a paid German propaganda agent, 
HUNTER is well known in Boston as a distributor 
of anti-Semitic literature, is alleged to have vis¬ 
ited the office of the German Consul at Boston on 
several occasions, and in 1939 his organization was 
listed in World Service, official publication of 
Nazi propaganda office, as one of a dozen agencies in 
this country from which World Service publications 
could be secured, HUNTER, according to his own ad¬ 
missions before Massachu setts Legigjative^go acdttee 
in 1937s was contacted by^^iHfltlH|^p»who caoe 
to Boston in 1932 to organize the SwastTkaleague,

A review of the Massachusetts Legislative Report No, 2100, 
being the report of the special commission to investigate the activities 
within Massachusetts, of Communistic, Fascist, Nazi and other socalled 
subversive organizations which held public hearings in 1937, reveals that 
the Industrial Defense Association, Inc*, was incorporated under the laws 
of Massachusetts and, as expressed in its charter, was devoted to incul¬ 
cating the principles of Americanism and opposing socialism and communism 

among the people of the United States,

The Commission summoned Subject HUNTER to testify before the 
same, HUNTER refused to furnish any information concerning the members ' 
of his organization and the financial contributors thereto/ and further 
testified that he had destroyed all his correspondence ii} the files of this

An examination of the financial statements Submitted by HUNTER ' 
at that time, revealed the Income of this organization te range from ap-» 
proximately $5,000 to $10,000 per year, and there was noted the monthly 
contributors from one individual, of $300*, whose identity HUNTER refused

Letter from Boston, Maes. to Salt Lake City dated February 26, 
1941 requested a discreet and confidential investigation be made of JOHN 
JANNEY'S background, his connections, and his alleged financing of Subject 
whom letter states "is extremely anti-Semetic" and is reportedly connected 
with the German Consult Boston, Mass, 


Contact®told reporting Agent that JOHN JANNEY has resided in 
Pioche and New York, New York formany years, he having originally coma from 

La. Conta c t^^said that JANNEY in years past interested 
sapitallets or the East and California in investing 


some place in Virginia. Conta e t^Vsaid that JANNEY in years past interested 
many financiers and capitalists or the East and California in investing 
money in Pioche mining enterprises, whioh, for the most part, proved 
unprofitable* JANNEY 1 b essentially a mine promotor, specializing in silver, 
and at present he holds the controlling interest in the Pioche Mining Company 
which is involved in litigation and which is an unprofitable enterprise* 
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Contact^said JANNLY also owns the local newspaper, "The Record," 
''.nd'the pioche Power Company which supplies electricity to Ficche end 
vicinity. : Contact® stated ha believes the Fioche Power Company is 
JANNEY’S principal source of incone and that it does not furnish him 
sufficient income to permit his financing any one in any line of act¬ 
ivity to any great extent. It is Contact®p opinion that JANNEY. if 
he .is baching Subject, is serving as a financial promotor for he nas 
always been able to attract capital for mining operations and through 
his years as a premotor he has made extensive contacts among capital¬ 
ists. 


Contact^ said that he had heard rumors about JANNEY'S 
being pro-German, but that he had never heard anything but general 
hearsay accusations. He said JANNEY is the type who might well be 
active in an un-American organization, but that he, Contoct®^ is not 
eware of his being so identified. " ■ 

Contacti^^ who worked for JANNEY off end on for a period 
of eight years until two years ago, told the writer that he personally 
has never observed anything un-American about JANNEY, although he has 
heard numerous rumors of his being pro-German. Cpnt e confirmed 
the background information concerning JANNEY as cited aoove, adding 

that JANNEY has been coning, to Pioche for the past 30 to AO years and 
that he dossnJE believe JAKNEI Is financially capable of lending finan¬ 
cial backing to any organization because JANNEY has been principally 
a promotor whose enterprises have prqved unsuccessful. He said JAMPLY 

spends meet of his time in New York City, New York, where his business 
address is 551 Fifth Avenue. Contact 2 said that he understands one 
of J ANN EY'S associates ir. New York is PERCY CLARK (address unknown) 
r.ho is alleged] y a som-ir-law of the late JOHN D .

' Contact)® tha* JARN'Ex’S papar, *?hc Record," carried a colufflT which 
commented'on the 7/ar and wr.icb was pro-British or pro-Alllcs, and 
that upon JANNEY'S return to Ficche last fall, the writer of the col¬ 
umn wps made to delete certain pro-British comments before his column 
would go to press. Because of this censorship, which was attributed 
to JANNEY, the writer of the column discontinued it until JANNEY left 
Pioche. During the past few months the columnist has- been writing 
in a pro-British vein again. Informant® told Contact® that JANNEY 
has said that the international bankers' ere the ones who are resprms-

It is felt that if JANNEY is engaged in fluir.cirg Subject 
or is otherwise tr.gnged in un-American activities, his operations are 
being conducted from New York City whore he spends rc6t of his time, 
end a lead Is bsing se+ out for the Nar York Field: Division to make 
the necessary discreet Investigation requested in reference letter.

Literature emanating from the office 
of the subject in the early part of the current year contained the names of “ward H. 
Hunter as executive secretary and »--ev, Crawford 0. Smith, Brookline, Hass, as treasurer. 
It is understood that ddward H. Hunter, who for some time has appeared as executive 
secretary, was prominently interested in the formation of the sub 
the reputed dominant factor in its affairs. It was reported that 
ana^mmm^ while not appearing as officers or directors of 
some yaar^ag^connected with its affairs, the former in a managerial capacity and 
the latter as publicity director. It is believed the latter individuals have not 
been connected with the subject for some time.

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This association was formes for the stated purpose of incubating 
the principles of Americanism and ouposirq, socialise and communism a_^on_ 
the people of the United States. 

It is understood that at about the time or organization of the 
subject association a number of prominent people in this section allowed 
their names to be used as directors or members of the 'Advisory Board under 
t$e impression that the association had as its real purpose the dissemina¬ 
tion of legitimate publicity relating to activities of hed d Communistic 
organizations. Subsequently it developed that the principal/activities 
of the subject consisted in making vicious attachs on various local reputable 
organizations and various of their personnel imputing their motives and 
attributing to them certain affiliations 7/ith hed & Communistic organizations, 
is a result of this procedure on the part of the subject, it was reported a 
number of the individuals previously mentioned as directors or members of 
the Advisory hoard severed their connections and disassociated themselves 
entirely from the activities. The bureau is informed by a former member of 
the Advisory Board that he had difficulty in having his name withdrawn 
from the association's letter heads and was forced to threaten A. H. 

Hunter or the association with some form of legal action before obtaining 
such action. 



It is reported that the association in connection with its so-called 
exposure of Aed activities has in the past circulated literature containing 
attachs on Ford Hall Korun, Twentieth Century Club, Foreign Policy Association 
and various other organizations, fire subject association is also said to 
have been active in circulating so-called secret blacklists. One such list 
sent out by the incustrial defense ..ssociation, Inc. was headed "Co.-cunists, 
socialists, Pacifists, I,./. >. and doubtful Societies and Organizations 
Operating in the United states 1 containin 0 over 300 names including references 
to American Association of University '.omen, Forei-n Folicy ..ssociation, 
Journeyman Bakers and Confectioners' International Union of America, League 
For Abolition of Capital Punishment, League of Jewish TTomen, national Congress 
of liothers and Parent Teachers Association, National ’.'omen Party and iaany 
others. It is reported that a number of these names formed tire basis of 
"blacklists" sent out under the auspices of the Daughters of the American 
Aevolution in the summer of 1927. 

It is stated by those who have followed activities of the subject 
association, particularly those of Adward H. Hunter, that the latter has 
displayed considerable racial and religious bigotry particularly as against 
Catholics and Jews. Activities of the association and particularly those of 
Hunter were given considerable publicity in a series of articles published by

There appears very little available information concerning Edward H. 
Huriter at the various local .mercantile agencies. Ke is said to have been at 
N.H. as a private investigator and detective and v.as said to have been employed 
by various manufacturing interests in that city at the time of the Ttorld War 
in connection with Combatting Red activities; Hunter, who was personally 
known to the writer a fen years ago, appeared at that time engaged in business 
as a private detective, which business appeared not to be of a very lucrative 
nature. Hunter was generally regarded in Manchester, N.H. as what is commonly 
laiown as a "dead beat." Hunter at one time was reported active in Iynn, Hass,

oub lie alien cf the ooroc ration and containing - various data puroortiiv: to pertain tc 
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socialist and Communist activities* The corporation was also active at one 
time in circulating so-called secret black lists, one such list titled, 

"Communists, Socialists, Pacifists, I.T/."vV. arid Doubtful Society’s and Organi¬ 
zations Operating in the United States", containing the names of over 300 
organizations, including references to "American Association of Univeristy 
Women, Foreign Policy Association, Journeyman Baker® and Confectioners*, 

League of Jewish Women, National Congress of Mothers and Parent Teachers 
Association, National Women Party and many others."., It was reported that a 
number of these names formed the basis of "blacklists" sent out under the 
auspices of the Daughters of the American Revolution in the summer of 1927.

In November 1930, it was reported that action was brought against the 
Industrial Defense Association, Inc., and its executive secretary, Edward H. Hunter, 
by the Artkino Guild, Inc., seeking to bring two suits for $100,000 libel. Accord¬ 
ing to publicity at the time the Industrial Defense Association, Inc., was charged 
by Artkino Guild, Inc., with circulating a document alleging connections of the 
latter with Soviet affiliations, whereas Artkino Guild, Inc., issued a statement 
declaring that the claims allegedly made by Hunter and the subject organization 
were "absolutely unwarranted and baseless." The defendants in the action filed 
demurrers to the plaintiffs' declarations,tfiich were overruled by the court. Sub¬ 
sequently both defendants filed actions consisting of general denials. On a recent 
date the cases appeared to be pending. 


As previously; indicated various literature of the Industrial Defense

Britain*’ andRussia is described as "Jewish Soviet Russia." In another circu¬ 
lar entitled "Soviet Lumber and Coal", reference is made to "Jew-controlled 
Soviet Russia." 


Another circular is entitled "Jewish Jazz." This circular contains 
such phrases and sentences as "Jew-controlled Tin Pan Alley, Jew-controlled 
moview, the Jew-controlled theatre, Jew-controlled popular songs, it is Jews, and 
Jews alone, that dictate the intellectual life of the masses." 


One paragraph reads:- 
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"The diabolical cunning with which an unclean 
atmosphere is created and sustained through 
all classes of society by the motion picture, 
the popular song, and the musical show should 
be apparent to any observer of ordinary intel¬ 
ligence j .and to the degradation of the Gentile 
public and the increase of Jewish fortunes this 
'+ unclean stream flows on and on and no attempt •> * 

is made to purify its waters of limit its vol¬ 
ume." 

The statement is made: "Frivolity, sensuality, indecency, illeter- 
acy and endless platitude are the outstanding features of the American stage 
under Jewish control." 


Other paragraphs read:- 

"It is well to know that the Jewish propaganda 
put/ forth for the Gentile consumption, no 
matter its form, does not affect the unity of 
the Jewish race, nor the hold of its leaders 
on the Jewish race. This insidious propaganda 
is purposely served in allopathic doses of lib¬ 
eralism and modernism, and all the other des¬ 
tructive isms that tend to destroy the religion, 
morals and patriotism of the rising Gentile gen¬ 
eration. 

"The youth of today is the leader of tomorrow, 
and if we do not protect our youth from the cor¬ 
rupting influence of this Jewish propaganda we 
place the future of the United States in jeopardy. 

"Relatively the groups controlling the silent and 
spoken theatre, and the popular song industry, 
ary few in number but they represent money, power, 
and influence.

Another so-called Special Report is entitled "The Swan Song of Hate." 
This contains a sentence reading as follows:-"V. r e will summarize Jewish activi¬ 
ties under the heading "Contributions" and will lead the list with a survey of 
some of the every day incidents in the life of the critic of Christians, Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise of New York." Under the heading "Contributions" appears the 
following paragraphs:- 22 
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"The first contribution of the Jews we will refer . 
to was the formation of the Order of the Illumi- 
nanti in Frankfort, Germany, in 1776. This organi¬ 
zation was strictly Jewish; and its creed was'the 
destriction of Christianity and civilization' and 
the acquiring of vast sums of money to enable them 
to corrupt individuals and governments. 

"One of the Illumihant-i organisers was named heme1* 

He was one of the aoti've members who by spreading 
false reports in characteristic Jewish fashion, ac¬ 
quired the equivalent of approximately five million 
dollars during the battle of Waterloo. Hemel was 
the founder of the Rothschild family and his ill- 
gotten gains were the foundation of the vast fortunes 
of that family. 

"The next contribution was the communistic French 
Revolution. The next notable contribution was Karl 
Marx and his Jewish followers with a revised and in¬ 
tensified creed of Ages Old hatred and the Dream of 
A Great Revenge. 

"The next contribution of note was the Russian Revo- . 
lution in 1914 and the formation of the Jew-controlled 
Soviet Government. This group of Jews, headed by Lenin 
and Trotsky, stand out in the history of all times as 
the wanton murderers of millions of defenseless men, 
helpless women and innocent children, representing the 
flower of Russian life, all white, Christian Gentiles. 


"The next was the formation of the Red Army, which is 
largely Asiatio, officered by Jews and maintained to 
hold the totally disarmed papulation in subjection and 
semi-slavery. 

"The G.P.U. or Toheka are not only the official murderers 
of the numerous victims but they are a separate and 
distinct army to protect the cowardly officials from 
the citizens and the Red Army." 


Certain incidents of direct activities on the part of Industrial Defense Associa¬ 
tion, Inc., or Edward H. Hunter, the executive Secretary, appeared to include attempts 
to promote racial and religious bigatry, particularly as against those of Jewish faith.

Attorney-General * s Office of Massachusetts in conneotlo^Vwitli a 
complaint involving alleged forgeries in the nomination papers of the C/xromu^ls t .party 
and that a6 a result the Attorney-General aasignecL^Sn assistant,who 
incidentally was of Jewish faith, to the task of investigating this particular com¬ 
plaint. It was advised that when Hunter learned that Assistant Attorney General Lourie 
has been assigned to the matter, he protested vigorously against having the complaint 
handled by this particular assistant, basing his protest largely on the fact that the 
assistant was a Jew and upon the claim that as Jews were largely involved in the oom- 
plaint, it would be a case of "Jews investigating Jew6." It was advised that Hunter was 
insistent that some other assistant be assigned to the case and further was insistent that 
if the Attorney-General allowed the assistant already assigned to the case to handle it. 
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he (Hunter) ■would withdraw entirely from the oase. It is understood that the At¬ 
torney General informed Hunter thet there would be no change in the assignment and 
that if any investigations were made it would be conducted by Assistant Attorney 
General Lourie as originally designated to handle the matter. It was advised that 
thereupon Hunter desisted from further activities in the matter• 

Subsequently under date of February 17, 1931, a communication of the Industrial 
Defense Association, Inc., was sent.out over.the signature of Edward H. Hunter, 
executive secretary, addressed to the Secretary of the Massachusetts State Council 
of the Knights of Coluinbua, the cbmdnhlc'ation reading:- 

"Dear Sirs 

Tilth two or three members of the Jewish race on the staff 
of the Attorney-General Warner and a Silverman as head of the 
lew Department of Boston, in. addition to others of that race in 
the employ of the City of Boston, it seems to me that it would 
not have been difficult for Commissioner of Police Hultinan to 
have secured the services of a well informed, patriotic, Ameri¬ 
can citizen to fill the very important office of Counsel to 
the Police Department of Boston. 

I believe that all nations should have their proportionate 
share of public office, but I do think that the Jew is favored 
far beyond all other nationals, including the American of Irish, 

English and Scotch ancestry, who are in an overwhelming rtajority 
in the State and in the City of Boston. 


It seems that some concerted action is necessary if the 
Gentile population is to receive its proportionate share of ap¬ 
pointive public office in this State. It is a well recognized 
fact that Jews never could be elected to many of the offices 
they hold by mote of the people." 


Around the early part of 1933, an unconfirmed report was received indicating 
that Edward Hunter of the Industrial Defense Association, Inc., may have had 
some connection with the Swastika League of America, Inc. Upon making inquiries 
it was ascertained that on March 21, 1932, the organization of the corporation 
known as Swastika League of America, Inc., had been approved by the Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Croporations, but that upon investigation the Seoretary of State 
declined to issue a charter, the refusal to issued the charter was on May 13, 
1932. The propsod corporation, according tp its announced purposes, was b&ing 
organized to foster and advanoe American ideals, by research and education, to

Other incorporators were listed as Lyman B. Luce, 128 Summer Street, Malden, 
Mass.; George C. Currier, 52 Claremont Avenue, Arlington, Mass.; Thomas L. Allen, 
Atlantic Avenue, Cohasset, Mass.; Otto Kefebe, 44 Bigelow Street, Cambridge, Mass. 
It was reported that Lyman B. Luce and Thomas Allen as incorporators, 7/ere secretly 
acting as Government agents and were, therefore, able to obtain various inside 
information regarding the real purposes of the organization. 
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In connection with the inquiries regarding the attempt to establish the 
Swastika League of America, Inc., it was noted that the carter was to be certified 
as to be sent to an attorney named William J. Good, who is an attorney understood to 
represent the Industrial Defense Association, Inc., and who has also been referred 
to as personal attorney for Edward H. Hunter, 'executive secretary of that organize- , 
tion. 

Upon making further inquiries one governmental source advised it was-their 
understanding that Edward H. Hunter, executive secretary of the Industrial Defense 
Association, Inc., had opposed the granting of the charter to the proposed Swastika 
League of America, Inc., and had assisted the Boston Police in their investigation. 
The Boston Police Inspector, who was in charge of the Inquiries, stated that to the 
best of his knowledge, Edward H. Hunter had cooperated in Investigating the Swastika 
League of America, Inc., and that when Kurt Ludecke supposed prime mover of the 
Swastika League of America and an alleged adherent of dictator Adolph Hitler of Ger¬ 
many arrived in the Boston section, informed the League Hunter had secured some men 
with whom he was acquainted and their own attorney, William J. Good, to draw up the 
charter of the League. The Police Inspector indicated that he was positive that 
Edward H. Hunter had no other connection other than the above withKyrt Ludecke or the 
proposed organization of Swastika League of America, Inc.

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dustrial Defense Association, Inc., (and subsequently) a number of prominent 


persons in this and nearby sections allowed their names to be used as directors 
or members of the advisory board of the organization under the impression that 
the association had as its real purposes the dissemination of publicity relating 
to activities of “Red and Communistic organizations." Subsequently it was re¬ 
ported to have developed that the principal activity of the organization included 
the making of vicious attacks on various organizations regarded as reputable 
and on their personnel and in some instances imputing their motives and attrib¬ 
uting to such individuals certain affiliations and sympathy with Red and Commun¬ 
istic organizations. It is reported that as a result of this a number of indi¬ 
viduals who became connected as directors of the organization or members of its 
advisory board severed their connections. It is stated that in the instance of 
one former member of the advisory board the individual involved reported having 
difficulty in having his name withdrawn and was forced to threaten some form of 
legal proceedings before obtaining action in the matter. 


Edward H. Hunter, executive secretary, appears to be the principal 
factor of the Industrial Defense Association, Inc, Very little information is 
available here concerning him. He is reported at one time in the newspaper busi¬ 
ness and later located in Manchester, New Hampshire, as a private detective and 
investigator. While at Manchester he was believed to have been employed by var¬ 
ious n&nufacturing concerns at the time of the World War, in connection with com¬ 
bating Red activities. One individual who was familiar with the activities of 
Hunter at a time he appeared to be active as a private detective, commented that 
the business conducted by Hunter did not appear to be a business of a tf&ry 
lucrative nature. Hunter was at one time peported active in Lynn, Mass., in 
connection with adjusting strike conditions in various of the shoe factories in

JACKSON J. HOLTZ, Assistant 0* S. Attorney, Boston, has from time to 
time spoken to the writer about Subject. He advised that he was one 
of the first members of the committee of the Legislature of Massachusetts 
investigating un-American activities; that HUNTER for some period of time 
has been definitely anti-Semitic and, while it is believed he is securing 
funds from some Nazi source, he has made innumerable discreet inquiries 
with negative results.

trend* He permitted writer to review a confidential report in his pos¬ 
session on the Subject, which report substantiated information reported 
in data submitted by the Boston Better Business Bureau* 


While in Manchester, New Hampshire on other matters, the writer was ad¬ 
vised by Chief of Police O'NEIL of the Police Department that HUNTER is 
known to him; that while Subject was supposed to be a detective, his 
only activities were with reference to labor matters at some plants; 
that Subject at one time advised him that he had a complete listing 
of all of the Communists in New England and off erred the services of 
his organization to the Manchester Police, which offer he declined be¬ 
cause in his estimation HUNTER IS unreliable 


Deputy Sheriff E. O'BRIEN of Manchester, New Hampshire, advised that 
Subject is well-known to him* Subject claimed to be a great detective* 
O'BRIEN advised that, in his estimation, he has absolutely no investiga¬ 
tive ability; that HUNTER is very unreliable and some years ago offered 
his services to a sheriff in Concord, New Hampshire, with reference to an
